Less of Politics Creeps into the Dis- 
cussions at Other Celebrations 
of the Day—A Fling at the Dis- 
pensary Law in South.

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—The ninety- 
second annual festival of the New Eng- 
land Society of the City of New York 
was held at Delmonico’s tonight. Four 
hundred members of the society and 
the friends,. including many distin- 
guished men, were present. Among 
those who sat at the guests of honor 
table were J. Pierpont Morgan, Joseph 
Choate, Gen. Wesley Merritt, James 
Whitcomb Riley, Richard Olney, Sen- 
ator E. O. Wolcott, Gov. Frank Black, 
Senator George F. Hoar, President 
Charles W. Eliot, Gen. Nelson A. Miles 
and Mayor William T. Strong. 

The dinner was made up of good 
old New England dishes, and during 
its discussion a quartette, assisted by 
the greater number of those present, 
sang popular airs. 

The speeches began at 10 o’clock and 
Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott responded to 
the toast, ‘‘Forefathers’ Day.” He 
declared that if Puritanism reigned in 
Massachusetts at the present time it 
would not be safe for Dr. Eloit to re- 
main there for a moment, and he, him- 


self, would have to depart for New 


Amsterdam. 

Gov. Black responded to the toast, 
“The State of New York.” 

President Charles W. Eliot of Har- 
vard University, said that the Puritan 
spirit survives, and that the descend- 
ants of the Puritans are now doing 


just such things as the Puritans them-. 


selves had done. . 
Senator Edward O. Wolcott of Colo- 


rado received hearty applause when he} 
rose to respond.to the toast, “The East 


and the West. ” 

Mr. Wolcott began with a humorous 
reference to the political resignation 
with which the exiles from New Eng- 
land bore their banishment; then spoke 
of an alleged desire of the Canadian 
government to acquire the State of 
Maine and portions of New Hamp- 
shire and Vermont in exchange for 
territory in Western Canada. Serious 
thought on the subject of a possible 
cession of a part of New England, Mr. 


Wolcott said, brought “a realization 


of what it would mean to this people 
to face the possibility of changing by 
the shadow of a hair, the contour of 
these States or the sacrifice of a chip 
of its native granite, however barren.”’ 

He continued: ‘“‘Not only does this 
sentiment pervade the land, but we 
seem at times to be developing an in- 
creased intention to invite some other 
country to differ from us in order that 
we may demonstrate our aggressive- 
ness. 

“In certain directions our differences 
are crystallizing and not disintegrating. 
For more than a generation we have 
waited for the day when parties would 
divide solely on national issues, and 
when the old sectional issues growing 
out of the war would be buried. The 
time came. The parties met on a 
broad, economic question, and lo! we 
emerge from the contest threatened 
with another bitter sectionalism. The 


far, West, largely the child of the East, 


and pulsing with its blood, joins hands 
with the South. The new alignment is 
not only debtor against creditor, class 
against class, but in a land pervaded 
with equal devotion to what its people 
believed is the truest welfare of the 


country, great majorities in one section 


face equally great majorities in an- 
other. 

“The West is not decadent; its views 
are of men virile, industrious and gen- 
uine, and their beliefs are honest. They 
would scorn any sort of evasion of an 
Obligation. They are patriotic men. 
There is in the whole far West hardly 


@ northerner born who was old enough 


to go to the war whom you will not see 
on Decoration day wearing proudly the 
badge of his old corps. They are 
Americans; to a proportion greater, far 
greater, than in the East, native-born 
American citizens. The views they 
ec are held with practical unanim- 
ty. 

“So universal a feeling as that which 
pervades the great West cannot all be 
wrong. You cannot dispose of a con- 
viction held by millions of intelligent 
people by calling it a craze, and some 
day you may find it worth your while 
to look for the truth where it is usually 
hidden-—-somewhere between extremes. 

“Somehow it is not really recognized 
in the West that ability to reorganize 
a western railroad and swell its stock 
and securities several millions every 
time it is foreclosed necessarily indi- 
cates an equal ability to determine the 
wisest economic policy for the farmer 
who lives along the right-of-way, and 
men who would no more dream of en- 
trusting their banker with the duty of 
formulating their financial views than 
they would of entrusting the man of 
whom they bought a shotsun with the 
command of the armies of their coun- 
try, are naturally inclined to fear that 
in this part of the moral vineyard there 
is a tendency to assume that the pes- 
session of great wealth means necessa- 
rily the possession of great wisdom. 

“The century now ending has been 
full of growth and glory. It has wit- 
nessed the republic rise from insignifi- 
cance and poverty to wealth and great- 
ness. Most of us here today can recall 
the dark days of doubt, and from them 
have seen the people emerge triumph- 
ant, a nation of freedom, all free. A 
continent’s width may divide us, but 
the same flag greets us at the dawn, 
the forty-five stars all blazoned alike 
on its azure field, all yours and all 
ours. In days of peace, as in time of 


| war, the altar of patriotism is an altar 


of sacrifice, and, please God, we will 
start the new century on its journey 
to the stars laden with the hopes and

Richard Olney followed. He said that 
in no place was there such a deference 
and respect for the law as in New 
England.

RECIPROCAL RELATIONS. 


Negotiations With France and Ger- 
many at a Standstill. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—The reci- 
procity negotiations between the United 
States and Germany are practically 
suspended. They never got beyond the 
initial stage. There appears to have 
been a willingness on the part of both 
governments to look into the subject, 
but the inquiry did not develop any 
prospect of material concessions on 
either side. The articles on which a 
reciprocity “agreement” can be made 
are produced in France and not in 
Germany. The utmost extent of reci- 
procity treaty between the United 
States and Germany under the present 
law will be a 20-per-cent. reduction 
of duty on certain agreed German 

products. 

Germany is chiefly concerned about 
sugar, but the 20-per-cent. reduction 
in duty permitted under the Dingley 
law, it is said, would be of insignifi- 
cant consequence. Moreover, some 
doubt has arisen as to whether any 
concessions on this article would be 
granted by the United Staies, in view 
of the tendency toward building up the 
American sugar trade as against that 
of bounty-paying nations. 

The negotiations with France are 
similarly at a standstill, owing to the 
course of the French government in 
raising the duties on lard and other 
American products. The reciprocity ne- 
gotiations with Great Britain as to the 
British West Indies are proceeding 
slowly, but an agreement is not ex- 
pected in the near future.

Resolutions. 


Says All Classes Profit by the 


Gold Standard, 


Financial Disturbances are Most 
Injurious to Labor. 


Bill Increasing the Army Expected 
to Pass Congress—Loud’s Postal 
Bill to Save Ten Million Dollars 
Annually. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—Secretary 
Gage has written the following letter 
to President Gompers of the Federation 
of Labor: 

“T have read with care the resolu 
tions adopted the 20th inst. at Nash- 
ville by the convention of the Federa- 
tion of Labor, which recite as follows: 

‘Resolved, that we declare our- 
selves most positively opposed to the 
Gage Financial Bill recently introduced 
in Congress by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. It is a measure that, if 
adopted as a law, will only the more 
firmly rivet the gold standard on the 
people of the country, and perpetuate 
its disastrous effectes in every form. 

“ ‘Resolved, that we pronounce the 
Gage Bill an undisguised effort to re- 
tire our greenback currency and all 
government paper money, with a view 
to the substitution of national-bank 
notes in their stead,.and thus fasten 
the national-bank system for years 
upon the American people.’ 

“Now, if it be true that the gold stan- 
dard, by which things have been meas- 
ured as to price for the last sixty years 
in this country, is inimical to the inter- 
ests of the laboring classes of the 
United State, then I ‘think it is inimi- 
cal to all classes. In other words, I do 
not believe that the exploitation of one 
class by another, either through false 
weights, partial laws, or a bad mone- 
tary system, can be made to work for 
the permanent benefit of the exploiting 
class itself, or for the general weal, 
even were it defensible on any ground 
of right, or justified, which it is not. 

“Granted, therefore, that the perma- 
nence of the gold standard (for which 


I argue) operates in this evil direction, 


then your resolutions are well founded 
and I am justly charged either with an 
ignorance which constitutes me a fool- 
ish adviser, or with a perversity of mo- 
tive which makes me an evil adviser. 
‘Ihave a right to disavow the charge 
of perversity or evil purpose, since 
there is nothing in my whole life, as 
related to my fellow-men, either in 
word or deed, from which the posses- 
sion by me of such characteristics can 
be inferred, much less demonstrated. 
But ignorance often unconsciously 
works as deep injury as evil intent 
might do, and to this sin of ignorance, 
if it be a sin, I must confess myself to 
be a possible victim. This confession, 
however, ought not to classify me as 
separate from my fellow-men gener- 
ally, whether they be considered as in- 
dividual units or as congregated in 
groups. 

“Ignofance is a relative, not an ab- 


be greater than that of the wisest men 
in it. This remains true, whether the 
subject matter involving knowledge 
and judgment be astronomy, physics or 
finance. The condemnation then in- 
volved in the resolutions referred to is 
measured by the just or imperfect ar 
prehension of questions relating to 
monetary science held by the wisest 
men who supported them. 

“Laying these generai considerations 
aside, let me say to you and that great 
body you so ably represent that, if in- 
stead of denunclatory' resolutions, 
which are not arguments, you or any 
one on your behalf will show that the 
views I entertain and advcoate are 
other than salutary to the great eco- 
nomic body of which we are all inde- 
pendent members, I will abandon them 
without hesitation. 

“My present conviction, the honest 
fruit of sincere study and reflection, is 
that a breakdown in cur present money 
standard would be a most disastrous 
blow to all our commercial and indus- 
trial interests, and that upon the wage- 
workers, as a class,”would be entailed 
the most serious effects of the disaster. 
Believing this, I must so bear witness.

ADMIRAL McNAIR’S REPORT. 


Waluable Information on the Sub- 
ject of Germany’s Aggression, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—Germany’s 

, eceupation of Chinese territory has 
been officially reported upon by Rear- 
Admiral McNair, commander-in-chief 
of the naval station. His first official 
report by mail concerning the landing 
of marines by Germany at Kiaochau 
Bay has just been received at the 
Navy Department. It is dated No- 
vember 29. and of course makes no 
mention of the reported occupation by 
the British of Port Arthur. Under date 
of November 19, Rear-Admiral Mc- 
Nair states that the following official 
information has been received concern- 
ing the occupation by the German 
forces of Kiaochau Bay: 

“A German squadron, consisting of 
three men-of-war, arived at Kiaochau 
Bay on the 13th inst. The commander 
of the squadron landed on the follow- 
ing day with 600 bluejackets, and or- 
dered Gen. Chang, the commander of 

‘the Chinese garrison, to retire beyond 
the hills within twenty-four hours, 
commencing from 8 o'clock on that day 
(the 14th;,) further informing Gen. 
Chang that the Chinese soldiers would 
not be permitted to take away any- 
thing eave their rifles and personal ef- 
fects. The German commander further- 
more ordered that in the event of the 
Chinese garrison ignoring this order, 
it would be regarded as hostile, and 
the garrison immediately fired upon. 
Thereupon Gen. Chang, with his forces 
evacuated the forts and retired to the 
lower part of Seito."’ 

It is generally conceded now that 
before occupying Chinese ‘territory, the 
German admiral informed all the com- 
manders in Asiatic waters of his pro- 
posed action, and he stated that in the 
dispatch concerning the submission of 
information by the German admiral 
to the French admiral, the former gave 
“the reason for the action taken.” 

Rear-Admiral McNair will be suc- 
ceeded as commander-in-chief of the 

Asiatic squadron in a few days by 
Commodore George. Dewey, who left 
San Francisco on December 5 for Yo- 
kohama, where he will hoist his flag. 
The United States has no other policy 
in China than the protection of Amer- 
ican subjects and their interests, and 
instructions to this effect were given 
Rear-Admiral McNair and Commodore 
Dewey. 

Rear-Admfral McNair states that Ja- 
pan dispatched a cryiser to Kiaochau 
Bay for the purpose of watching the 
operations of Germany. He also fur- 
nishes clippings from the Japan papers. 

The Nippo says that on receipt of the 
telegram which reported the seizure 
of Kiaochau by the Germans, the Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs et once dis- 
patched instructions to the Japanese 
Ministers in Peking and Berlin, and 
that frequent interchange of telegrams. 
is at present being carried on between 
the governments and the ministers. It 
also states rumors are rife that the 
German Minister is making prepara- 
tions to leave China. | 

A Peking dispatch to the Ji Ji, dated 
November 19, announced that the Chi- 
nese government had held a_ secret 
conference with Count Cassini, the Rus- 
sian representative at Peking, with re- 
gard to the occupation of Kiaochau by 
the Germans. 

A dispatch dated at Tokio, November 
29. declares that the admiral of the 
French Asiatio squadron hag received 
a communication from the admiral of 
the German Asiatic squadron inform- 
ing him of the ocoupation of Kiaochau 
by German warships, and the reason 
for the action taken. The last clipping 
announces that the Chinese officers who 
came to witness the Japanese maneu- 
vers have received instructions to re- 
turn to their homes in consequence of 
the Kiaochau affair. They have, there- 
fore, abandoned their intention of vis- 
iting Tokio and Nagasaki.

KILLING OF AMERICANS, 


Additional Particulars of the Deaths 
of Epps and Montgomery. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—Further 
details of the killing: of the two Amer- 
ican sailors attached to the United 

 §tates fleet in Japen have been re- 
ceived here, and have been brought to 
the attention of the Department of 
State, which has begun an investiga- 
tion. Montgomery, it appears, was 
killed in Yokohama September 2 last. 
He was not intoxicated, but was mur- 
dered by boatmen.

The Japanese government was ap- 
plied to in each case and while some 
arrests have been made, the American 
contingent in Japan feels that the per- 
of the murders are still at 
arge. It is said that every Japanese 
boat in the harbor is obliged to regis- 
ter its passengers before carrying them, 
off shore, so that under ordigary con- 
ditions is should be easy to find the 
guilty parties. : 

At the Japanese legation today it was 
stated that the matter has not yet 
been brought to their attention. The 
legation officials do not regard the mat- 
ter as serious. They say the Japanese 
government gives the amplest protec- 
tion to foreign citizens, and sailors, and 
that if there has been any laxity in 
these cases the government undoubt- 
edly will make the fullest inquiry and 
reparation. It is pointed out, however, 
that crimes of a local and individual 
character cannot assume an interna- 
tional aspect, as the government is in 
no way connected with them. Its only 
province is to see that the laws are 
executed impartially, giving the same 
protection to foreigners as to Japanese 
subjects. 

In the effray at Kobe, Japan, last 
September, in which a number of 
American sailors from the Yorktown 
were injured, it is said that the trouble 
Was between the sailors and coolies, 
and that the Japanese police come to 
the assistance of the American sailors. 
The cases are said to be substantially 
similar to a number which have oc- 
curred in the Western States in which 

- Japanese subjects have been assaulted 
by mobs. Several of the latter cases 
are now pending before the State De- 
partment, complaints having been 
made by Japan. 


THE AMERICAN ATTITUDE. 


Ne Intervention Except to Protect 
Lives and Property. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—It is un- 
derstood that thegputhorities here have 
been unofficially sounded as to the at- 
titude of the United States toward the 
complications in the far East, with a 
view to learning whether American in- 
terests in China were regarded as suf- 
ficient to warrant any active step by 
: this government. From what sources 
_ he inquiry has come is not disclosed. 
‘ If from Great Britain, it must have 


Ambassador, as the British officials 
here have received no instructions as 
to the Chinese situation. 

It is well understood, however, that 
Great Britain would look with favor on 
any active &tep by the United States 
which would eerve as a check for the 
advan of Gérmany and Russia. The 
Britisiinterests in China are ten times 
greater than those of Germany, Russia 
and the United States, and yet, with 
Germany and Russia firmly located on 
Chinese soil, Great Britain is left ina 
sort of cul de sac. It is known also 
that the Chinese authorities would wel- 
come a movement by the United States, 
and that this has been communicated 
to officials here. 

Although these soundings, for they 

amount to nothing more as yet, have 
not taken official form, they have been 
sufficient to gain a pretty general un- 
derstanding as to the attitude of this 
government. This is, in brief, that the 
United States has no interest in the 
territorial extensions now going on in 
China; that she will not land troops at 
any of the coast ports of China, as 
Germany and Russia have done, and 
that her only consideration is to guard 
established American interests in 
China. There are the following Amer-. 
ican treaty ports in China: Canton, 
Chee-Foo, Ching-King, Foo-Chow, 
Plong, Nankow, Hoi-How-Ichang, 
Kew- Kiang- Lung- Chow, Mengstu, 
New-Chang, Ningpo, Pak-Hoi, Shang- 
hai, Ash-She, Soo-Chow, Swatow, 
Tien-Tsin, Wen-Chow, Wu-Hu, and 
three other ports on the West River of 
Canton, recently added. 
At each of these places there are 
American settlements and an American 
reservation, within which Americans 
may own property and try their civil 
and criminal cases before their own 
courts, conducted by American Con- 
suls. Some of these American settle- 
ments are quite extensive. At Shang- 
hai, just outside the walls of the city, 
the location occupies a wide sweep of 
land. At these points, also, the com- 
mercial interests of the United States 
are large, and are constantly growing. 
They are the centers, too for the Amer- 
ican missionary communities. 

For instance, at Canton there is the 
American Presbyterian board with 
twenty-two members, the American 
Baptist Mission, with fifteen represent- 
atives; the American Board of Com- 
missioners for Foreign Missions, with a 
large staff, and the American’ Bible 
Society. There are similar communi- 
ties scattered all through the empire. 
They have considerable vested prop- 
erty in these districts, and the protec- 
tion of property and persons has al- 
ways been closely looked after by the 
United States. 

AT GERMANY’S EXPENSE.

All of the victims are employed in 
Wolhern & Aldrich’s mill at Delawana, 
about two miles from Passaic.

There were thirty-six 
persons crowded into the stage tonight. 
The party relieved the monotony of the 
trip by singing, and it was not until 
the horses were on the track that the 
engine was seen by the driver. 

The driver struck his horses sharply 
with the whip, and they leaped for- 
ward, then stopped abruptly as the 
gate closed on the other side of the 
track. The locomotive struck the stage 
almost in the middle, hurling it several 
feet ahead, then struck it again, 
throwing it in the track.

In the Mileage of New Railwaya 
Built This Year. |

The lowest point 
in twenty years, in respect to railway 
building, was reached in 1895, when 
only 1803 miles of track were added, but 
1897 has done a liftle better, the total 
now reported to us being 1864 miles, | 

“California stands first, with 210 
miles laid on different roads.

Island, Connecticut, Maryland, Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, New Mexico, Indian

space is being fitted up to accommo- 
date passengers, as the demand is ex- 
pected to be large.

The Mariposa will reach here in Febru- 
‘ary, and the Moana, which is at pres- 
ent fitting up for additional passenger 
accommodation at this port, will re- 
turn from Australia next March. Every 
berth on both steamers has already 
been engaged for those trips. Of 100,- 
000 gold-hunters who are expected to 
go by way of San Francisco next 
spring. a large contingent will come 
from Australia and New Zealand, most 
of whom are experienced miners, and 
will obtain their supplies fn this city. 

Onions are in greater demand today 
than any other vegetable. The price 
of the yellow variety has advanced 
from $1 to $2 and $2.25 per 100 pounds, 
and indications are that it will go 
still higher. There have been reports 
of cornering the market, but they d6 
not seem well-founded. e reason 
for the advance is found in the short 
crop and the great demand, in the first 
place from Australia, and to a new 
and much greater extent for the Klon- 
dike gold-seekers. 

While all of the dealers in onions are 
agreed that the yield of California 
onions has been small, they are not 
positive as to its size. The advance 
has been increased by the shipment 
of 17,000 crates to Australia, and still 
more by the extension of the new 
method of evaporation of vegetables, 
principally for the Alaska market, of 
which onions form the chief basis. 
Three San Francisco firms are now en- 
gaged in this business, they having 
factories in this city, San José and 
Watsonville, where, during the last 
year, 2,700,000 pounds of onions have 
been evaporated. 

This unusual drain on the market, 
coupled with a shortage of the crop, 
is principally responsible for the ad- 
vance in onions, which at this time 
last year sold for 59 cents and now 
sell at $2 and $2.25 per cental. 

FOR COPPER RIVER. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 22.—E. J.

HEPBURN’S TRAMWAY. 


Canadian Capital to Be Interested 
im a Short-haul Proposition, 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES, } 

TACOMA (Wash.,) Dec. 22.—[Exclu- 

sive Dispatch.] John Hepburn has re- 
turned from White Horse rapids, 
where he made $1300 in two months 
packing men and outfits past the 
rapids. He first had the boats at Mid- 
dle and Shallow lakes, which were 
very profitable, but more money was 
made by Hepburn and his partners at 
the rapids. They have begun con- 
struction of a tramway which will run 
from Miles Cafion to foot of rapids, 
distance of three miles, They propose 
putting on three or four cars and to 
charge 1 cent a pound. Hepburn has 
gone to Montreal to get Canadians in- 
terested in the project. He does not 
know yet that another tramway 
scheme for the same locality has been 
organized. | 

Since Hepburn arrived, C. M. Mce- 

Cauley, a Victoria capitalist, has sent 
ten mechanics with complete outfits 
over the Dyea trail to construct an- 
other ‘tramway one mile in length 
around White Horse rapids. MeCauley 
has a permit for the work from Min- 
ister of Interior Sifton, and has filed 
application for the charter. Two tram- 
ways around the rapids are thus as- 
sured. The Yukoners say there will 
be business enough for both, and that 
their operation will greatly lessen the 
dangers of the Klondike journey.

WAR DEPARTMENT BUSY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—Capt. 
Brainerd, of the subsistence depart- 
ment of the army, arrived in Washing- 
ton this morning, and although Secre- 
tary Alger is confined to his home by 
a severe cold, he went to his office 
and had a conference with him regard- 
ing the relief of the miners in the 
Yukon. Responses are coming in to 
the Secretary’s inquiry as to the 
amount of condensed food preparations 
that can be had at short notice. Gen- 
erally they indicate that an ample 
supply can be had at reasonable rates 
if contracts shall be made at once. 

Gen. B. Merriam, who has. been 
charged by Secretary Alger with the 
selection of the military guard to be 
sent out with the relief expedition, has 
telegraphed the Secretary that he has 
selected Maj. L. H. Rucker, Fourth 
Cavalry, to proceed to Alaska and 
make a reconnoissance of the passes 
leading from the head of the Lynn 
Canal. He reports that the officer, who 
has already started from Fort Walla 
Walla, Wash., by his experience as a 
quartermaster and cavalryman, is well- 
fitted for this duty, and is also physi- 
cally able to endure the hardships 
ahead of him, 

Senator Lodge of Massachusetts has 
brought to the attention of the War 
Department Officials the clainis of the 
Berlin Transportation Company. Their 
representative, Pierre Humbert, as- 
serts that the company is in a posi- 
tion to feed a large number of miners, 
inasmuch as it has just received news 
of the delivery by its agents at Fort 
Selkirk, on the Yukon River, of 200,- 
000 pounds of food. This point is 
above Dawson, and the supplies, it is 
said, can be got down easily with 
the first breaking up of the ice next 
spring, even if it be not found neces- 
ot to attempt their delivery over- 
and. 

Nothing has been heard from Mr. 
Kjelman, the reindeer herder, now in 
Lapland, in answer to the directions 
of Secretary Alger respecting the selec- 
tion, of six hundred reindeer for trans- 
portation to Alaska, so Dr. Jackson 
has been made a special agent of the 
War Department, and will be ordered 
to proceed with all diligence to Lap- 
land to buy the animals and arrange 
for .their. shipment to the United 
States. 

The announcement that the War De- 
partment is by no méans committed to 
any one route in the effort to reach 
the miners in the Klondike country, has 
caused persons interested in various 
routes to advance the claims of their 
respective sections. 

The Spokane Chamber of Commerce 
has sent Frederick R. Marvin, an 
energetic newspaper man of that town, 
as its representative to urge.the su- 
perior facilities of the overland north- 
ward from Spokane. This is the old 
telegraph route laid down by the 
agents of the Western Union years ago 
when they sought to lay a telegraph 
line to Bering Straits. Mr. Marvin 
has stated to the ‘War Department 
that the route is still clear; that 
through the dense northern forests 


there is a trail some 150 feet broad, af-: 


fording easy passage for draft animals, 
and that the feasibility of the route 
in winter is shown by the fact that 
for many years it has been traversed 
by numerous prospectors, while the 
absence of heavy grades insures the 
capacity of animals to carry large 
loads. Secretary Alger is asked to 
delegate some of the army officers now 
at Spokane to report upon the advant- 
age of the route.

MRS. BILLINGS’S SHARE. 


Will Take Two Millions Out of What 
She Might Have.

CHICAGO, Dec. 22.—Mrs. Augusta S. 
Billings, widow of the late Albert Bil- 
lings, the millionaire banker and capi- 
talist, has renounced the provisions of 
her husband’s will, so far as it relates 
to her, and has elected to take the 
share of the estate allotted to her by 
law. It is said the difference in the 
income to Mrs. Billings will be very 
slight, her reasons for the action being 
the desire of the heirs to improve a 
large portion of the real property be- 
longing to the estate. : 

Billings’s estate was estimated at the 
time of his death at $2,000,000. Since 
then, however, much real and personal 
property in other States has been in- 
ventoried, bringing the total value of 
the estate, it is said, up to about $7,- 
000,000. Mrs. Billings’s share will 
amount to something over $2,000,000, and 
will give her command of the ready 
money necessary for use in the contem- 
plated improvements.

eur Around Smyrna—Consider- 
able Damage Done and Many 
People Injured,

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 22.—[(By 
Atlantic Cable.] A number of earth- 
quake shocks, increasing in intensity, 
have occurred today around Smyrna, 
Asia Minor. Already considerable dam- 
age has been done, and some persons 
have been killed and many injured. 

Smyrna, which has suffered repeated 
vicissitudes, especially from destruc- 
tive earthquakes, is the capital of the 
Vilayet of Aiden, on a plain at the 
head of the Gulf of Smyrna, and partly 
upon the declivity of Mt. Pagus. For 
centuries it has been the most impor- 
tant center of trade in the Levant. At 
the last census it had a population of 
nearly 170,000. 

OTHER SEISMIC ACTIVITY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] | 

CITY OF MEXICO, Dec. 22.—The Na- 
tional Meteorlogical Observatory re- 
ports today much seismic activity on 
the western coast, where there were 
earthquakes this morning at Salina 
Cruz, the Pacific terminus of the Te- 
huantepec Railway; at Tehuantepec, 
Jiltepec, Juchitland and the City of 
Oaxaca, where there was a prolonged 
subterranean roaring, causing conster- 
nation.

Fortunately, there has been 
no loss of life, owing to the precautions 
taken by the inhabitants. The regions 
affected are remote from this city, and 
the reports come slowly, in confirma- 
tion and amplification of the telegraphio 
information.

VICTORIA (B. C.,) Dec. 22.—The 
government steamer Quadra arrived 
this evening with the survivors of the 
steamer Cleveland, most of whom, al- 
though not seriously ill, required med- 
ical treatment. Capt. Walbran of the 
Quadra has but little hope of the second 
officer’s boat anditseiglt occupants. 
He cruised as far north as Hesquoit, 
and could find nothing of them. If they 
are still alive, they will be found by 
the Willapa, which has gone still 
further north. 

The first officer’s boat was out for 
five days, being in sight of land, but 
afraid to attempt landing on account 
of the surf. The boat was half full of 
watér all of the time, and the men’s 
legs and feet are badly swollen as @ 
result.. The third officer’s boat was out 
but two days, and the men on her have 
almost fully recovered. 

Capt.: Walbran says there will be no 
difficulty in floating the Cleveland. 
There: is a big hole in her hull, but its 
full extent cannot be learned until all 
the cargo shall be removed. The In- 
dians who looted the ship have been 
sentenced to terms of from one to six 
months. Capt. Hall and Third Mate 
Mellen, with Messrs. Metcalf and Ty- 
son, representing the insurance com- 
panies and owners, are staying by the 
wreck, and as soon as the cargo shall 
be taken out, the tug Czar will attempt 
to pull her off. .

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 22.—Coroner 
Hawkins and a jury listened to the 
story of the killing of Mrs. Mary A. 


were filled with interested spectators. 

Hoff was taken from the city prison

His 
daughter-in-law, Mrs. L. A. Legg, who 
was with the old man, and, also wit- 
nessed Hoffs’ departure from the fatal 
came, accompanied by Mrs. 
Blanchard, the landlady of the prem- 
ises. Mrs.' Legg’s story is, in all es- 
sential points, the same as that related 
by her father-in-law, and the police 
thought that the latter could be spared. 

R. Clute, husband of the dead 
woman, and his sister, Mrs. Clark, were 
deeply-interested spectators, and lis- 
tened attentively to the proceedings. 
Thomas Graham, prosecuting attorney 
of Judge Joachimsen’'s court, was pres-

Hoff was identified by Mrs. M. A. 
Uschotd as the man who called to see 
Mrs. Clute, before she left her Page-

death. Mrs. Cecilia Masterson also 
testified to the same effect, adding that 
Hoff called during Mrs. Clute’s absence, 
and stated that he had been to. the 
Guerrerro-street flat, but had missed 
Mrs. Clute. 

Carpet-layers Joe Donohve and Jo- 
seph nef testified that Hoff was with 
Mrs. Clute when they left the Guer- 
rero-street flat at 5 o’clock, and Mrs. 
Legg and others swore to having heard 
Mrs. Clute’s screams and seen Hoff 
leave the house immediately afterward.

Southern Pacific Makés Advances 
on Celifornin Products,

CANADA GETS WHAT SHE CLAIMED 
AND WITH INTEREST. 


Uncle Sam Can Now Go Down into 
His Pocket for Nearly Half a 
Million Dollars—T'wo Cases Re- 
served. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

OTTAWA (Ont.,) Dec. 22.—The Cana- 
dian government received a communi- 
ecatio t«night from the arbitrators ap- 
pointed to deal with the claims of the 
Bering: Sea sealers against the United 
States government for losses caused by 
the seizure of their vessels, submitting 


the award. The arbitrators were J. F. | 


King of the Supreme Court of Canada 
and Judge Putnam of the United 
States. The award is $464,000, with two 
ru-erved cases, that of the Black Dia- 
mond for $5000, and the Aida for $1000. 

It will be remembered that in 1895 
the United States government offered 
$400,000, and that Canada claimed $450,- 
000. Afterward a compromise was 
reached, and the amount placed at 
$425,000, but Congress refused to vote 
that sum. The present award is virtu- 


ally what Canada formerly agreed to 


accept, with interest. 


. ON CORAL REEF. 


Steamer Hevelius Stranded Among 
Piratical Natives. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—On bcard the 
steamer Hevelius, which arrived today 
from Brazilian ports, were Chief Of- 
ficer Hooper, Second Mate Bentley and 
three seamen of the American bark 
Marion §S. Harris, which went ashore 
on November 16 on a coral reef near 
Cape St. Roque and became a total 
loss. The vessel struck a coral reef 
about six miles off shore, where she 
remained hard and fast, with the sea 
breaking over her. Capt. Dazey 
launched the lifeboat and proceeded to 
Natal in search of assistance. Mean- 
while the boat was surrounded by a 
swarm of piratical natives from the 
coast. The crew with the greatest dif- 
ficulty managed to keep them from 
boarding and looting the vessel of her 
stores and cargo. On the 17th Capt. 
Dazey returned to the vessel with a 
lighter, but the crew refused to pro- 
ceed to save the cargo, hoping she 
would quickly break up. She was then 
abandoned, and the crew took to the 
boats and landed at Natal on Novem- 
ber 22, where they were taken care of 
by the American Consul, who for- 
warded them to Pernambuco, where 
they took passage home by the steamer 

Hevelius. 


Capt. Dazey remained at Naial in or- 
der to attend to the owners’ interests. 


AMALGAMATED GLASS MEN. 


The Four Trades in Indiana Seeking 
Closer Relations.

Michigan Supreme Court Decision 
on Delinquent Taxes,

LANSING (Mich.,) Dec. 22.—Hun- 
dreds of titles in Michigan have been 
rendered worthless by a decision of 
the Supreme Court in the case of the 
Connecticut Mutual Fire Insurance

The American Asphalt Company De- 
fends Its Lease of Land.

A MOLOKAI OUTLAW PAYS THE 
PENALTY FOR MURDER. 


- 


His Crime a Brutal One, Having 
Beaten Ont the Hrains of a 
Chinaman. 


MET DEATE UNFLINCHINGLY. 


TWO OTHER MURDERERS SEN- 
TENCED TO BE HANGED. 


Both are Japanese and Women 
Were Their Victims—San Fran- 
cisco Dental Student Be- 
comes Insanc. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

HONOLULU, Dec. 15. (Wired from 
San Francisco, Dec. 22.)—Early last 
Monday morning Noa, the native Molo- 
kai outlaw, paid the death penalty for 
the murder of a Chinese storekeeper. 
The execution took place within the 
walls of Qahu prison. Seven minutes 
after the death-trap had been sprung 
the heart of the condemned man ceased 
to beat, and in nine minutes the sur- 
ecution was successful in every partic- 
geons pronounced life extinct. The ex- 
ular. 

Noa died without a  _percentible 
tremor. Half-supported on his journey 
to the gallows, he stepped with unfal- 
tering steps upon the death-trap and, 
straightening up, he stood motionless, 
while his legs were bound with @ strap. 
He showed no fear when the noose 
was adjusted about his neck, but 
rather assisted the guards by holding 
his head high. When the clergyman 
who had followed the condemned man 
upon the scaffold, commenced to pray, 
Noa reverently bowed his head. The 
minister, with eyes closed and hand 
upraised, had not finished when one of 
the guards slipped the black cap over 
the murderer's head. 

Warden Low, standing in the court- 
yard below, looked at his watch. It 
was the signal. With a rattle and bang 
the trap fell, and an instant afterward 
Noa’s body hung dangling in midair. 
At the end of fifteen minutes the body 
was cut down and removed to an ad- 
joining shed, where the autopsy was 


performed. 


As had been expected, it was found 
that the vertebrae of the neck had 
been dislocated, paralyzing the spinal 
cord, producing almost instantaneous 
death. After the autopsy had _ been 
performed, the body was placed in a 
plain coffin and removed to the potter’s 
field and interred at government ex- 
pense. 

The crime for which Noa was exe- 
cuted was one of the most brutal and 
eold-blooded murders in the’ criminal 
annals of the island. Noa was the 
leader of a band of robbers and cut- 
throats who made their home in the 
Molokai Mountains. For years they 
had terrorized the neighborhood. Noa 
would go to the greatest extreme to 
avenge a real or fancied wrong, cutting 
out the tongues of his neighbors’ cat- 
tle, laying death traps for his fellow- 
men in the woods and practicing other 
like cruelties. 

On the evening of April 7, in. com- 
pany with two confederates, he broke 
into the store of Asano, an aged Chi- 
nese, and dragging the man out of 
bed, beat out his brains with a stone, 
Hee Shee, the storekeeper’s wife, was 
choked into insensibility and left for 
dead. The thieves then ransacked the 
place, carrying off all the valuables, 
and hiding away in the mountains. 
Noa was betrayed by a relative and 
captured, but afterward escaped, and 
the officers had a hard time to re- 
capture him. He was tried here by 
Judge Carter and was sentenced on 
August 18 last. 

TWO MORE TO HANG. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 


HONOLULU, Dec. 15, (via San Fran- 
cisco, Dec. 22.)—Swift justice has been 
visited upon the heads of the Maui 
murderers. Within the week Sagata 
and Yoshide have been convicted of 
murder in ‘the first degree and sen- 
tenced to death. The Lahaina court 
has broken all records on murder 
cases, having disposed of three in a 
week’s time. 

Sagata was charged with the mur- 
der of his wife and children and was 
caught red-handed. Yoshide stabbed 
a Japanese woman to death with a 
knife, and’ the evidence of his crime 
was just about as conclusive as that 
against his fellow-countryman. Sagata 
will be hanged on the last Friday of 
March, 1898. 

J. W. Ginno, a dental student, who 
arrived from San Francisco a few days 
ago on the barkentine Irmgard, is 
confined in a padded cell in the city 
prison, suffering from mental unbal- 
ance. He is rational most of the time, 
but oceasionally becomes erratic and 
noisy. While on the Irmgard Capt. 
Schmidt noticed that he acted very 
peculiarly, and formed the belief that 
he is the victim of morphine. Ginno 
is but 22 years of age. He has no 
friends here, as far as can be ascer- 
tained. 
BIG NEW BANK.

JAPAN CLIMBING DOWN. 


Will not Oppose Annexation if Her 
Subjects are Protected. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY ‘KEPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—Minister 
Hoshi of Japan was in conference with 
Secretary Sherman at the State De- 
partment today. The status of the Ha- 
Walian negotiations has changed ma- 
terially since the Minister's return from 
Japan. There is no further protest on 
the part of the Japanese government 
to the annexation of the island, and it 
is asserted that Japan's policy never 
went to the extent of a protest. In 
any event, that branch of the ques- 


tion is considered closed, and the pres- 


ent purpose of the Japanese authorit- 
ties {is to secure specific assurances 
from the United States that, in case 
Hawaii is annexed, Japanese interests 
will be fully protected. 

In a letter which Secretary Sherman 
wrote to Hoshi on the subject of an- 
nexation, he makes prominent the as- 
surance that all the Japanese inf rests 


in Hawaii would be amply. safe- 
guarded. The desire, therefore, is to 
convert this assurance into specific 


guaranties. It is said that this does 
noi include an assurance of the con- 
tinuance of the existing immigration 
treaty between Japan and Hawaii, as 
that is revocable by its terms in six 
months and the revocation would apply 
in case Hawaii becomes a part of the 
United States. There is likely to be 
considerable difference of opinion and 
rather prolonged negotiations over the 
extent of the guarantees to be given 
Japan. 


HUNGARY’S INTERESTS. 


Ranffy Declares They Demand Close 
Relations With Austria. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
BUDA-PESTH, Dec. 22.—[By Atlan- 
tic Cable.] In the lower house of the 
Hungarian Parliament teday, Baron 
Banffy, the Premier, speaking of the 
bill providing for a provisional pro- 
longation of the Austgeich, declared at 
the outset that he could not accept 
the resolution of Francis Kossuth de- 
manding the establishment of an in- 
dependent Hungarian customs régime 
by January 1, 1898, but, continued the 
Premier, he would accept a motion to 
publish so soon as possible, the data 
necessary for the establishment of such 
régime, or for the conclusion of a 
commercial treaty with Austria and 
the draft of a customs tariff, and to 
arrange to ascertain the views of bus- 

iness men. 

He pointed out that Hungary had 
the right to establish an independent 
customs immediately if it were in her 
interest to do so, but she considered 
the compromise arrangement with Aus- 
tria more advantageous, if it could be 
arranged, with due regard to Hun- 
gary’s interest. That, however, was 
doubtful. The government, neverthe- 
less, the Premier continued, desired to 
give Austria time to recover herself, 
and did not wish to create a state of 
confusion, the harmful consequences 
of which were incalculable. ) 

The present bill did not infringe upon 
Hungary’s rights and interests, and 
he added, the government would act 
vigorously against attempts. similar 
to those of the Reichsrath to prevent 
its be@oming a law. This remark caused 
an uproar, after which the Premier 
concluded with appealing to the House 
not to create difficulties, as Hungary's 
interests, he pointed out, far from re- 
quiring her to loosen her relationsNip 
with Austria, required that her ties 
with the latter country should be made 
closer and stronger. © This statement 
was greeted with applause from the 
Rightists, but it caused an uproar 
among the Leftists.

NEW. YORK, Dee. 22.—-The World 
today prints the following special dis- 
patch from Washington: 

“The exclusive publication In the 
World of Senator Wolcott's threat to 
resign from the Senate created a sen- 
sation here in political circles. While 
many believe that his indignation may 
sufficiently cool to prevent the actual 
relinquishment of his seat, all agree 
that his reiurn ts the advocacy of free 
and unlimited silver eoinage is certain. 

“The position in which Mr. Wolcott 
is placed is Well understood by all those 
who realize the peculiar situation 
which has developed with respect to 
the administration and the monetary 
cemmission, of which the Coloradoan ig 
chairman. Either President McKinley 
and Secretary Gage are at variance, or 
Senator Wolcott and his sympathizers 
are utterly deceived as to the Presi- 
dent's attitude. Mr. Wolcott has, since 
his return from Europe, talked long 
and earnestly with the President, and 
he defends the President, while taking 
a position of open antagonism to Secre- 
tary Gage. 

“The assertion is made by Mr. Wol- 
cott's sympathizers that Secretary 
misrepresents the administra- 
tion, and that if it were not for the 
political disturbance it would cause, 
Mr. Gage might retire from the Cabie- 


net. This statement, which is now 
made privately, is likely to be made 
publicly before long. If this shall be 


done, the issue will be raised and the 
publie will Know the facts. The result 
will probably be that Mr. Wolcott will 
find that he has misunderstood the 
position of the President, and will then 
dramatically announce his indignation 
at the administration.

nounced. No satisfactory information 
was given to these inquiries. Without 
making a definite statement, Senator 
Wolcott left the city and will not re- 
turn until Thursday. The other silver 
Republicans are also absent. Senator 
Carter is in New York; Senator Petti- 
grew is on the way to his home in 
South Dakota; Senator Chandler, who 
first predicted a split in the Republican 
party on the silver question and 
hinted at the defection of Senator Wol- 
cott, has gone to New Hampshire.

A RUSSIAN RANTER. 


With Advocating Assassination. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

LONDON, Dec. 22.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] 
Naro do Voletz (One of the People of 
Russia,) who was arrested at the Brit- 
ish Museum and remanded at Bow- 
street Police Court Decergver 16, 
charged with endeavoring to persuade 
several persons on various occasions to 
assassinate the Czar, was brought up 
on remand today, in company with the 
man named Weirzebeck, printer of the 
paper mentioned, who had subsequently 
been arrested. 

An incriminating article in the Naro 
do Voletz was produced in court. In it 
the writer declared that the policy of 
the Russian revolutionists was the 
same as that of the Terrorists of twenty 
years ago, and pointed out that Czar 
Nicholas had already ruled three years 
at a period when the revolutionists’ 
campaign ought to be summed up in 
the word “regicide.”” If he had been 
assassinated at the funeral of the 
Czar Alexander III, the article con- 
tinues, either a revolution would have 
broken out or a liberal constitution 
would have been declared. The new 
autocrat, according to the writer, 
ought to be given a year, and if he did 
not grant a constitution within that 
period he ought to be attacked without 
pity.

A RIGHT-OF-WAY STATESMAN. 

Tum Tres is in receipt of two let- 
ters from San Diego, attacking a com-

U. S. Grant, Jr., for the United States 
Senate. 

THE TIMEs will assure the protest- 
ants, in the outset, that “Republican” 
is known to it as a bona-fide citizen 
of that faith, and believes he knows 
whereof he speaks. 

The writers of these letters enter a 
very strong denial, on behalf of Mr. 
Grant, of the allegations, all and singu- 
lar, contained in “Republican's” com- 
E&pecially is it denied 
that that incorporated dealer in poli- 
tics, statesmen and statesmanship, the 
Southern Pacific Company, is in any 
wise interested in the alleged deal. 

But notwithstanding these denials, 
Tur Times is in receipt of information 
entirely outside of that which has been 
published, to the effect that one La 
Mott, formerly a right-of-way agent 
for the Southern Pacific Railroad, is 
traveling through the southern coun- 
ties of California, ostensibly in the in- 
terest of the candidacy of Mr. Grant 
for United States Senator from Cali- 
fornia. La Mott claims to be actuated 
by high motives of disinterested pa- 
triotism in this matter, and has an- 
nounced that he is not personally ac- 
quainted with Mr. Grant—which, if 
true, may be regarded as a point in 
the latter’s favor. This tale of a 
traveler, however, would make an en- 
tertaining narrative for the marines. 

Whether La Mott is making a cam- 
paign for Mr. Grant solely on his own 
responsibility, and without authoriza- 
tion from-the gentleman chiefly inter- 
ested, or whether he has such author- 


ization, the best thing for Mr. Grant’s 


friends to do is to call off La Mott 
and cork him up at the earliest op- 
portunity; for his efforts are certainly 
not helping the Senatorial candidacy 
of Mr. Grant. On the contrary, they 
will be likely, if continued, to handi- 
cap that gentleman more or less seri- 
ously in his aspirations toward the 
Senatorial toga. 

The fact that La Mott came to Los 
Angeles and connubiated with the 
head and front of the free-silverite 
crowd, and was promised support from 
that quarter, is positively asserted 
here. In fact, Mr. La Mott appears to 
have unwisely unleashed his tongue 
and given free rein to his eager 
thoughts. This indiscretion will surely 
be fatal to the candidacy of Mr. Grant 
among Republicans, if he assumes re- 
sponsibility for La Mott’s campaign 
in his behalf. 

The case resolves itself into this: 
If La Mott is acting solely upon his 
own responsibility, and without the 
knowledge or consent of his alleged 
principal, he is merely beating the air, 
with no possible benefit to Mr. Grant 
or any one else. If he is campaigning 
for Mr. Grant with the latter’s know}l- 
edge and consent, he is inflictingan 
irreparable injury upon that gentle- 
man’s Senatorial candidacy. 

Wherefore, it appears ‘to be a egelf- 
evident proposition that the right-of- 
way statesman should be called off, 
bottled up, and laid away to ripen. 


A correspondent suggests that the 
present postoffice building in Los An- 
geles would be an excellent place for 
a public library, and desires to know 
if it could be secured for that pur- 
pose.

“During the thick fog of the early 
morning last Saturday, the schooner 
James M. Haskell slipped quietly from 
her pier fastenings in the Erie Basin, 
turned her nose toward the bay, evaded 
the customs officers, and, under the 
mantle of fog, began her fourth fili- 
bustering expedition to Cuba.

Quincy’s Plarality Shows a Decrease 
from Two Years Ago, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


BOSTON, Dec. :22.—Complete and re- 
vised returns from the 191 voting pre- 
cincts of this city show that Mayor 
Josiah Quincy (Dem.) was reélected 
yesterday by a plurality of 4709 votes. 
Mr. Quincy received 40,070 votes; Ed- 
win W. Curtis (Rep.,) 35,991; Thomas 
Riley (Bryan Dem.,) 2921, and David 
Goldstein (Social Labor,) 827. The to- 
tal vote this year was nearly three 
thousand greater than in 1895. Each 
of the two leading candidates received 
within a few hundred votes of the 
same number that they did two years 
ago, and Mr. Quincy’s plurality was 
within 327 votes of what it was then. 

The Board of Aldermen, according to 
the official returns, is evenly divided, 
six Democrats and six Republicans hav- 
ing been elected. This is a loss of one 
Republican member.

Castle of Death. 


{Chicago Inter-Ocean:] In London is 
a strange establishment, behind a 
wilderness of warehouses and tumble- 
down tenements, in a remote suburb. 
Its massive gates are locked and jeal- 
ously guarded. A visitor must not 
only be careful where he steps and re- 
frain from touching; he must also 
breathe with great caution. One of the 
terrible poisons manufactured here is 
pure anhydrous acid, a drug seldom 
seen outside a chemical laboratory. 
This is the deadliest of all known. poi- 
sons. The discoverer was stricken 
dead from inhaling its fumes. From 


3 to 5 per cent. of this chemical added | 


to 95 or 97 parts water makes prussic 
acid. This diluted poison causes in- 
stant death, even when taken in mi- 
nute quantities. 

Next to anhydrous acid, the worst 
poison they make is cyanide of potas- 
sium. Last year they turned out over 
one thousand tons of it. Five grains 
being a fatal dose, the annual output 
would be sufficient to kill 2,500,000 peo- 
ple. In the work room, where men are 
gathered around a witch’s caldron con- 
taining over a hundred weight of 
molten cyanide, a strange picture is 
presented. The seething mass of white- 
hot liquid poison, with the lambent 
play of the furnace fires, the phantom 
faces of the workmen enveloped in an 
uncanny looking-glass mask, peering 
into the heart of the dreadful mixture 
through the thick atmosphere, are a 
terrible sight. In another room, where 
are tons of the finished product, look- 
ing like crystallized sugar, “rood 
enough to eat,”’ one man is never al- 
lowed alone. For some _ inexplicable 
reason, it exercises a strange fascina- 
tion for the men who inhale its fum@s. 
They are haunted by a desire to eat It. 
But, knowing that satisfying the crav- 
ing means instant death, most, but not 
all. are able to resist it. Aside. from 
this fascination its manufacture is not 
considered unhealthy. The same can- 
not be said of corrosive sublimate. Its 
fumes are deadly.

If the larva discovered in 
this section is found to have ten legs, 
three on each side thoracic and two ab- 
dominal, it is of the same division as 
the codlin moth and may become a 
eerious enemy of the orange grower, 
requiring the use of Paris green and 
other bug juices in unstinted quanti- 
ties. This same worm has been noticed 
both here and in Duarte of late. :

Webb’s “iron 
hand” may govern a petty scoundrel 
Hike Adams, but it cannot coerce the 
public. 


The Los Angeles County Conspiracy 
of Boycotters has emitted a raucous 
yawp against Maier & Zobelein for 
their refusal to compel the workmen 
in their brewery to tattoo themselves 
with the totem of the tribe of Gab. The 
talking delegates say that for five 
months they have “used every argu- 
ment and offered every inducement to 
the efnployés of Maier & Zobelein to 
organize, but in vain,” from which it 
would appear that the brewery work- 
men are satisfied with the terms of 
their employment, and prefer good 
wages to the inestimable privilege of 
wearing the totem and contributing to 
the support of a lot of lazy loafers and 
jawsmiths. Wherefore, the Sachems of 
the Tribe of Gab have established the 
rule that all their people shall get 
drunk with certain brands of beer other 
than Maier & Zobelein’s. When a 
member of the tribe knocks for ad- 
mission to the lodge, the outer guard 
now smells his breath, and if the taint 
of boycotted beer be in it, the unwor- 
thy brother is cast into outer darkness 
and left on the sidewalk to be called 
for by the “hurry-up”’ wagon. 


A DASH FOR LIBERTY. 


George Dilly, Under Sentence in the 
City Prison. Attempts to Escape. 
George Dilly, the young man who was 

sentenced to serve 180 days in the City 
Prison on October 15 for attempting to 
rape a young woman in Westlake Park, 
attempted to escape shortly before 4 
o’clock yesterday morning. He was re- 
captured by Jailer Shann, after a stern 
chase. After a few days of solitary 
confinement, in which to think over his 
conduct and make new resolutions for 
the new year, he will be furnished 
with an Oregon boot and turned out in 
the chain gang. 

Dilly is a tall, slim young man, who 
poses as something of a sprinter. When 
arrested he broke away from the officer 
and ran several blocks before inter- 
cepted by pedestrians. As he is tall 
and strong and had a long sentence to 
serve, he was given a_ position as 
“trusty” by the jailer. Until yester- 
day he gave no indication of his re- 
solve to escape. Shortly before 4 o’clock 
yesterday morning Dilly and another 
trusty were given a barrel of refuse to 
carry out to the garbage wagon on the 
street. Jailer Shann walked behind 
them at a distance of about twenty-five 
feet. Just before they reached the door 
Dilly dropped his end of the barrel and 
made a dash for liberty. As he ran 
down First street he encountered 
Mounted Officers Dietrich and Wood- 
ward, who were about to report at 
the station.. He turned and dashed up 
First street to Hill and down Hill to 
Second street, Jailer Shann following. 
As he turned down Second street, he 
could hear the approach of the mounted 
officers on Broadway, so he dodged un- 
der a stairway back of the California 
Bank. Here Jailer Shann found him 
later, and returned him to the sta- 
tion, where he was locked in a separate

A NOVEL DEVICE. 


AUTOMATIC FIRE EXTINGUISHER 
FOR USE IN BUILDINGS, 


When a Blaze Occurs the Heat 
Releases a Flood of Water 
Which Inatantly Extinguishes 
the Flames. 


Nearly all the prominent fire insur- 
ance agents of the city gathered yes- 
tered afternoon at the corner of North 
Main and Republic streets to witness a 
test of a device for automatically ex- 
tinguishing fiires. 
highly satisfactory. 

A five-story building has been erected 
at the corner named and it is to be 
occupied by F. W. Braun & Co. The 
building is equipped with what is 
called an automatic sprinkler system. 
Above the roof of the building is an 
iren tank with a capacity of 9000 gal- 
lons. From this tank pipes extend all 
through the building, running across 
the ceiling in each room. At intervals 
of ten feet on the ceiling are placed 
the sprinklers, sealed with a prepara* 
tion that will melt quickly if subjected 
to a slight heat. If a fire occurs in 
any part of the building the heat gen- 
erated melts the seals over the nearest 
sprinkler and a shower of water is 
thrown out. 

In the test made yesterday a quan- 
tity of shavings, saturated with oil, 
were set on fire and within a minute 
the seal over the sprinkler in the ceil- 
ing, sixteen feet above, had melted and 
water was pouring upon the blaze, 
Simultaneously a double gong was 
sounded, giving the alarm to the peo- 
ple in the building and to the passers- 
by. The gong is so contrived as to be 
operated automatically by the flow of 
the water from the tank whenever a 
sprinkler has been released. 

Although the blaze was a hot one 
and the material highly inflammable, 
the flames were completely extin- 
guished in a minute after the sprinkler 
began to work. 

This is the second automatic sprink- 
ler system to be installed in this city. 
The first was put in by the Kerckhoff- 
Cuzner Milling and Lumber Company 
about four years ago. Only a few 
weeks ago it was the means of extin- 
guishing a fire in the drying-room 
which might have proved disastrous. 

Insurance men have been greatly in- 
terested in this safeguard against fires. 
It has been used quite widely in the 
East, but is comparatively unknown on 
the Coast. 


SUCIDE OF A CRIPPLE. 


Deprived of His Means of Liveli- 
hood, He Takes Strychnine, 


A. V. Gustafson committed suicide 
last night. He was a cripple, and found 
himself. without means of support, 
through the enforcement of the ordi- 
nance prohibiting the running of pop- 
corn or candy stands on the curb. He 
took strychnine yesterday afternoon in 
the shack which he called home at No. 
746 New High street. His body was re- 
moved to the undertaking  establish- 
ment of Garrett & Co., on North Main 
street. 

For years Gustafson has earned his 
living by running a popcorn stand at 
the corner of Second and Spring streets. 
He was a cripple, and was confined to 
an invalid’s chair, in which he wheeled 
himself about. Last Tuesday the Po- 
lice Commission considered his appli- 
cation for a license for his stand, but 
Chief Glass reported against it, giving 
as his reason that he did not approve 
of the presence of cripples on the 
streets. The application was then de- 
nied, and Gustafson found himself 
‘without means of support. He was 
found dead in his shack about 3:45 
o’clock yesterday afternoon with a bot- 
tle which had contained’ strychnine 
lying beside him. An inquest will be 
held today. 

Gustafson had no friends or relatives. 
He lived a solitary existence in his 
shack and was a familiar sight at his 
corner during the day. Although ap- 
parently friendless, he will be missed 
by Many women and children who pat- 
ronized his stand regularly.

NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—The Press 
says: 


morning last Saturday, the schooner 
James M. Haskell slipped quietly from 
her pier fastenings in the Erie Basin, 
turned her nose toward the bay, evaded 
the customs officers, and, under the 
mantle of fog, began her fourth fili- 
bustering expedition to Cuba.

DR. RIVERA’S DOWNFALL.

DENVER, Dec. 22.—A special to the 
News from Santa Fé says Dr. Carlos 
Rivera, an educated Cuban, formerly 
connected with the Gomez army, was 
brought here from Socorro today and 
turned over to the penitentiary authori- 
ties under sentence of eighteen months 
for embezzlement.

Arangueren, 
has surrendered and has been brought 
to Havana. 


THE DEATH OF RUIZ. 


Cuban Leaders Try to Explain the 
Assassination, 
[ASSOCIATED PRES® DAY REPORT.} 
NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—Tomas Es- 
trada Palma of the Cuban:-junta made 

the following statement last night: 

“The death of Col. Ruiz did not oc- 
cur, as the Spanish have put it, while 
he was negotiating as a peace inessen- 
ger under a flag of truce. Again and 
again have the Cubans promulgated a 
law that all who should come to them 
with peace propositions not based on 
the independence of Cuba, would be 
treated as spies and dealt with accord- 
ingly. Col. Ruiz not only knew of the 
existence of the lay, but, according to 
the Spanish accounts, was personally 
warned as to his fate. Gen. Blanco 
and Secretary-General Congosto, tco, 
Were well aware of the existence of 
the decree. Nevertheless, these latter 
took advantage of the unfortunate 
puixotism of Col, Ruiz, and sent him 
to the Cuban lines. The blood cf Col. 
Ruiz is not on the hands of the Cubans, 
but upon the heads of Blanco and Con- 
gosto, who sent him to his fate.’ 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—Sefiorita Cle- 
mencia Arango, the sister of Col. 
Arango of the Cuban army, has re- 
ceived the following letter from a mem- 
ber of the Cuban Revolutionary Com- 
mittee in Havana: 

“Col. Joaquin Ruiz, the former su- 
perintending engineer wf the Albear 
waterworks, paying no heed to the or- 
ders issued by Gen. Gomez, ard wish- 
ing to make little of the laws cf the 
republic, had the hardihovud to under- 
take the proposal of autonomy to Col. 
Arangueren of the Havana squaéron. 
In consideration of his acceptan:e he 
was to receive a considerable sum of 
money, which was to be increased in 
proportion to the number and rans of 
the Cubans who should accept the in- 
sulting proposals. But. Col. Arangue- 
ren, in compliance with orders, and set- 
ting aside all consideration of the rer- 
sonal friendship which ne hail for the 
Spanishintruder, ordered that Gen. Ruiz 
be tried by a summary court-martial. 
The military tribunal sentenced him to 
death, and he was ¢xecuted thre2 days 
ago.” 


WEXLER TALKS, 


Says There is No Hope for the Suc- 
 eess of Antonomy. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY RNEPORT.] 


MADRID, Dec. 22.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Gen. Weyler, in an _ interview, 
just’ published, is quoted as denying 
formally that there is any hope for the 
success of autonomy, adding that no 
insurgent will submit. except to the 
Marquis of Santa Lucia and another 
chief. and asserting that the insurrec- 
tion would continue. 

The general is also quoted as saying 
that it the Spanish government should 
persist in autonomy, Spain w ould lose 
Cuba in a few months. In conclusion, 
Gen. Weyler said he opposed the dis- 
solution of the Chamber until the gov- 
ernment should renounce its policy of 
giving Cuba an autonomous form of 
government.

On Saturday night last, under 
cover of darkness, the insurgent leader 
Ravena, with fifty men, entered the vil- 
lag of Bacuramo, in the neighborhood 
of Guanabacoa, near this city, and 
plundered .grocery stores and several 
private residences without a shot be- 
ing fired by the insurgents or by the 
garrison. 
In the province of Santa Clara the 
insurgents have destroyed a fine 
bridge. They have burned immense 


near Aguacate, this province, with a 
loss of more than $100,000. It is also re- 
ported that they are now burning cane 
fields on several other plantations in 
that locality. 

GEN. MARIN TO RESIGN. 
MADRID, Dec. 22.—Gen. Gonzales 
Monoz will be nominated Governor- 
General of Porto Rico, in succession to 
Lieut.-Gen. Marin. According to a dis- 
patch from Madrid on Sunday last, 
Lieut.-Gen. Marin, Governor-General of 
Porto Rico, had intimated to the gov- 
ernment his intention to resign his 
post, owing to the impossibility of rec- 
onciling the different parties in the 
island with-a view of establishing au- 
tonomy. 


LIFE IN DANGER. 


The Condition of Mrs. Ballington 
Booth is Serious. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—Mrs. Balling- 
ton Booth, wife of the commander of 
the American Volunteers, fs now lying 
at the’ Presbyterian Hospital in a very 
serious condition. Today Ballington 
Booth received a telegram from the 
physicians in charge, stating that Mrs. 
Booth’s condition was alarming. Her 
condition has been diagnosed as aneu- 
rism in one of the important arteries, 
a condition that will require the most 
careful attention, and one that may at 
any moment end the life of the sufferer.

THE BOSTON ELECTIONS. 


Quincy’s Plarality Shows a Decrease 
from Two Years Ago, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 


BOSTON, Dec. :22.—Complete and re- 
vised returns from the 191 voting pre- 
cincts of this city show that Mayor 
Josiah Quincy (Dem.) reélected 
yesterday by a plurality of 4709 votes. 
Mr. Quincy received 40,070 votes; Ed- 
win W. Curtis (Rep.,) 35,991; Thomas 
Riley (Bryan Dem.,) 2921, and David 
Goldstein (Social Labor,) 827. The to- 
tal vote this year was nearly three 
thousand greater than in 1895. Each 
of the two leading candidates received 
within a few hundred votes of the 
same number that they did two years 
ago, and Mr. Quincy’s plurality was 
within 327 votes of what it was then. 

The Board of Aldermen, according to 
the official returns, is evenly divided, 
six Democrats and six Republicans hav- 
ing been elected. This is a loss of one 
Republican member.

(Chicago Inter-Ocean:] In London is 
a strange establishment, behind a 
wilderness of warehouses and tumble- 
down tenements, in a remote suburb. 
Its massive gates are locked and jeal-° 
ously guarded. A visitor must not 
only be careful where he steps: and re- 
frain from touching; he must also 
breathe with great caution. One of the 
terrible poisons manufactured here is 
pure anhydrous acid, a drug seldom 
seen outside a chemical laboratory. 
This is the deadliest of all known poi- 
sons. The discoverer stricken 
dead’ from inhaling its fumes. From 
3 to 5 per cent. of this chemical added 
to 95 or 97 parts water makes prussic 
acid. This diluted poison causes in- 
stant death, even when taken in mi- 

uantities. 
—— to anhydrous acid, the worst 
poison they make is cyanide of potas- 
sium. Last year they turned out over 
one thousand tons of it. Five grains 
being a fatal dose, the annual output 
would be sufficient to kill 2,500,000 peo- 
ple. In the work room, where men are 
gathered around a witch’s caldron con- 
taining over a hundred weight of 
molten cyanide, a strange picture is 
presented. The seething mass of white- 
hot liquid poison, with ‘the lambent 
play of the furnace fires, the phantom 
faces of the workmen enveloped in an 
uncanny looking-glass mask, peering 
into the heart of the dreadful mixture 
through the thick atmosphere, are a 
terrible sight. In another room, where 
are tons of the finished product, look- 
ing like crystallized sugar, “rood 
enough to eat,”’ one man is never al- 
lowed alone. For some _ inexplicable 
reason, it exercises a strange fascina- 
tion for the men who inhale its fumes. 
They are haunted by a desire to eat it. 
But, knowing that satisfying the crav- 
ing means instant death, most, but not 
all, are able to resist it. Aside from 
this fascination its manufacture is not 
considered unhealthy. The same can- 
not be said of corrosive sublimate. Its 
fumes are deadly. es

As he ran 
down First street he encountered 
Mounted Officers Dietrich and Wooa- 
ward, who were about to report at 
the station.. He turned and dashed up 
First street to Hill and down Hill to 
Second street, Jailer Shann following. 
As he turned down Second street, he 
could hear the approach of the mounted 
officers on Broadway, so he dodged un- 
der a stairway back of the California 
Bank. Here Jailer Shann found him 
later, and returned him to the sta- 
tion, where he was locked in a separate 
cell.

When a Blaze Occurs the Heat 
Releases a Flood of Water 
Which Instantly Extinguishes 
the Flames. 


Nearly all the prominent fire iInsur- 
ance agents of the city gathered yes- 
tered afternoon at the corner of North 
Main and Republic streets to witness a 
test of a device for automatically ex- 


tinguishing fiires. The test 


highly satisfactory. 

A five-story building has been erected 
at the corner named and it is to be 
occupied by F. W. Braun & Co. The 
building is equipped with what is 
called an automatic sprinkler system. 
Above the roof of the building is an 
iren tank with a capacity of 9000 gal- 
lons. From this tank pipes extend all 
through the building, running across 
the ceiling in each room. At intervals 
of ten feet on the ceiling are placed 
the sprinklers, sealed with a prepara* 
tion that will melt quickly if subjected 
to a slight heat. If a fire occurs in 
any part of the building the heat gen- 
erated melts the seals over the nearest 
sprinkler and a shower of ,water is 
thrown out. 

In the test made yesterday a quan- 
tity of shavings, saturated with oil, 
were set on fire and within a minute 
the seal over the sprinkler in the ceil- 
ing, sixteen feet above, had melted and 
water was pouring upon the blaze. 
Simultaneously a double gong was 
sounded, giving the alarm to the peo- 
ple in the building and to the passers- 
by. The gong is so contrived as to be 
operated automatically by the flow of 
the water from the tank whenever a 
sprinkler has been released. 

Although the blaze was a hot one 
and the material highly inflammable, 
the flames were completely extin- 
guished in a minute after the sprinkler 
began to work. 

This is the second automatic sprink- 
ler system to be installed in this city. 
The first was put in by the Kerckhoff- 
Cuzner Milling and Lumber Company 
about four years ago. Only a few 
weeks ago it was the means of extin- 
guishing a fire in the drying-room 
which might have proved disastrous. 

Insurance men have been greatly in- 
terested in this safeguard against fires. 
It has been used quite widely in the 
East, but is comparatively unknown on 
the Coast. 


SUCIDE OF A CRIPPLE. 


Deprived of His Means of Liveli- 
hood, He Takes Strychnine, 


A. V. Gustafson committed suicide 
last night. He was a cripple, and found 
himself. without means of support, 
through the enforcement of the ordi- 
nance prohibiting the running of pop- 
corn or candy stands on the curb. He 
took strychnine yesterday afternoon in 
the shack which he called home at No. 
746 New High street. His body was re- 
moved to the undertaking establish- 
ment of Garrett & Co., on North Main 
street. 

For years Gustafson has earned his 
living by running a popcorn stand at 
the corner of Second and Spring streets. 
He was a cripple, and was confined to 
an invalid’s chair, in which he wheeled 
himself about. Last Tuesday the Po- 
lice Commission considered his appli- 
cation for a license for his stand, but 
Chief Glass reported against it, giving 
as his reason that’ he did not approve 
of the presence of cripples on the 
streets. The application was then de- 
nied, and Gustafson found himself 


‘without means of support. He was 


found dead in his shack about 3:45 
o’clock yesterday afternoon with a bot- 
tle which had contained strychnine 
lying beside him. An inquest will be 
held today. 

Gustafson had no friends or relatives. 
He lived a solitary existence in his 
shack and was a familiar sight at his 
corner during the day. Although ap- 
parently friendless, he will be missed 
by Many women and children who pat- 
ronized his stand regularly.

WEBB’S TRIAL BEGINS TODAY. 


ADAMS WILL BE THE FIRST WIT- 
NESS AGAINST THE EX-BOSS, 


AMldavits Presented to Show That 
Adams's Iliness is a Shar Cran- 


dall's Fate Will Probably 
Re Known Today, 


The Fire Commissioners had under 
consideration yesterday the proposed 
ordinance restricting the storage of hay 
in the residence part of the city. The 
commissioners will recommend to the 
Council that some safeguards lhe 
adopted so as to prevent a repetition of 
the recent disastrous fires which de- 
stroved large quantities of hay. 

After several preliminary skirmishes 
over a mation for a continuance, Wal- 
ter L. Webb will appear in Depart- 
ment Four today for trial upon the ac- 
cusations recently filed against him by 
the grand jury for alleged malfeasance 
in office. The attorneys for the prose- 
cution announced yesterday that. they 
could not be in readiness to proceed 
with the case this morning, but Judge 
Van Dyke thought differently and or- 
dered the trial to proceed. A jury will 
probably be selected this forenoon. 
About two days will be consumed in 
the trial of the case. 

Evidence in the Crandall murder case 
Was closed yesterday afternoon and 
arguments are now in progress. The 
jury will be instructed this afternoon.

THEY'RE OFF AT LAST. 


‘ATTORNEYS AGREE AND 


WILL BE TRIED TODAY. 


Several Lively Skirmishes in the 
Impeachment Proceedings — An 
Attempt to Continue the Case 
Defeated by Webb’s Attorneys. 


At the present rate of progress the 
proceedings against Walter L. Webbin 
court promise to be nearly as. pro- 
longed as the examination at the City 
Hall. 

The impeacement proceedings brought 
by the grand jury in an accusation 
filed several days ago were to have 
been begun in Judge Smith’s court 
Tuesday morning. Owing to pending 
business in that department, however, 
it was agreed that the trial should take 
place in Judge Van Dyke's court. So 
the attorneys went to Department Four. 
Webb's attorneys demanded an imme- 
diate trial and the District Attorney 
Was willing. Webb demanded a jury 
and an order for a especial venire was 
entered, returnable yesterday morning. 
This order was subsequently counter- 
manded at the instance of the District 
Attorney. who learned, he said, that 
ex-School Director Adams, an impor- 
tant witness for the prosecution, was 
too ill to appear in court. 

When the case was called yesterday 
morning an affidavit was presented by 
Dist.-Atty. Donnell and his associates, 
Cheeney & Taylor, representing the 
League for Better City Government. 
The affidavit set forth that a continu- 
ance until January 4 was desired be- 
cause of the inability of Mr. Adams to 
appear as a witness in the case at the 
present time. ° 

Attorney Meserve was on his feet in 
an instant. 

“If Your Honor please; we desire to 
file an affidavit or two ourselves,’ he 
said, unfolding several voluminous doc- 
uments. 

. “Very well,” replied Judge Van Dyke, 
“proceed.’”’ 

“We propose to prove by these affi- 
davits that Mr. Adams is not ill,’’ con- 
tinued Meserve, ‘“‘and that he is per- 
fectly able to appear in court at this 
very moment.” 

The affidavits of G. H. Chilcote, 
principal of the Sixth-street school, 
Janitors James D. McGinley and Fred. 
J. Williams were then read. All were 
to the effect that Adams was seen 
passing the Sixth-street school Tues- 
day afternoon. Webb's attorneys ad- 
mitted that Adams was afflicted with 
a slight attack of rheumatism, but 
this would not disable him from testi- 
fying in court. Mr. Meserve made an 
affidavit on his own account. He had 
not seen Adams upon the street, but 
from reputable persons he had learned 
that Adams visited the offices of ‘his 
attorneys on Tuesday. 

“And now we have one more affida- 
vit—Mr. Webb’s,”’ said Attorney Me- 
serve, unfolding the typewritten docu- 
ment and proceeding to read. 

Webb's statement Was both explana- 
tory and aggressive. He charged the 
prosecution with attempting to gain a 
continuance for the purpose of keep- 
ing him out of office until after the an- 
nual meeting of the Board of Educa- 
tion on the 3d of January, so that he 
might be denied the opportunity of 
participating in the organization of 
committees. His attorney explained 
that should Webb be. held under sus- 
pension until after the annual meeting, 
he would be shut out from the execu- 
tive work of the board entirely, as all 
the business was practically transacted 
by committees, whose decisions were 
generally, if not invariably, indorsed 
by the full board in open meeting. 

Then the attorneys for the prosecu- 
tion offered a further reason for a con- 

_tinuance. Those representing the 
League for Beiter City Government 
had not been engaged until the night 
before, and had not had sufficient time 
to investigate the case. ‘“‘We think it 
would be unfair to force this case to 
trial under the circumstances,” Attor- 
ney Cheeney said. 

“My dear sir,’ interposed Meserve, 
“the District Attorney stated dis- 
tinctly yesterday that he was ready to 
go to trial at once—said he was anxious 
to proceed with the case immediately.” 

Maj. Donnell admitted this to be cor- 
rect; but stated that at the time he 
made the statement he did not know 

that he was to be assisted from outside 
sources. Since the league had volun- 
teered help, however, he thought the 
attorneys in the case should enter upon 
the trial with a thorough understanding 
of the facts in the case. 

“It won’t take you half an hour to 
read over the testimony taken at the 
examination,’’ Meserve persisted. 

“Well, we wish it understood that we 
do not propose going ahead in this 
case without preparation,’ replied 
Cheeney, “and we again ask the court 
for a continuance until such time when 
we shall be able to reasonably prepare 
ourselves.”’ 

Judge Van Dyke expressed the opin- 
fon that eufficient preparation could be 
made by today, and ordered that the 
ease be set for 10 o’clock this morning. 

“The defendant has rights in the 


premises which cannot be ignored,” 
said the court. “Should these = pro- 
ceedings against him fail, he should be 
enabled to participate in the organiza- 
tion of the new committees, unless oth- 
erwise prevented. It would certainly 
be unfair to deprive him of any rights 
he may be entitled to_as a member of 
the Board of Education through un- 
necessaryg@elays in the trial of this 
case.” 

The court then ordered that a jury 
be impanelled, returnable at 10 a.m. 
today. “The trial.’ he announced, 
“will commence at that hour.” 

The attorneys in the case announce 
that the trial will not consume more 
than two days at most. The proeecu- 
tion has only half a dozen witnesses, 
and the defense will put on less than 
that number, Webb's attorneys state. 
A jury will probably be selected by 
noon today and the actual trial will be 
begun with the examination of ex-Di- 
rector Adams. 

The principal witness for the defense 
will be Webb himself.

STORAGE OF HAY. 


FIRE COMMISSIONERS AGREE UPON 
RESTRICTIONS TO BE IMPOSED. 


No Greater Quantity Than 1000 
Tons Shall Be Stored in One 
Place—Must Be 125 Feet from 
Other Bualldings. 


The Fire Commissioners had under 
consideration yesterday the proposed 
ordinance governing the storage of hay 
Within fire district No. 4. The purpose 
of the measure is to lessen the danger 
of disastrous fires arising from the 
storage of large quantities of hay in 
one place. There have been two large 
fires of this character within the past 
month and in each ease the loss was 
heavy. 

The proposed ordinance was pre- 
sented to the Council last Monday and 
referred to the Fire Commissioners. As 
framed it prohibited the storage of hay 
in greater quantity than ten tons or 
within .a less distance than 500 feet 
from any other building. Objectiong 
were made on the ground that these 
provisions were needlessly stringent, 
and this was the view of the Fire Com- 
missioners. It was at-first decided to 
postpone action for one week, but in 
a subsequent informal discussion the 
commissioners recommended to the 
Council that the maximum quantity of 
hay that may be stored be fixed at 1000 
tons instead of ten tons, and that the 
distance limit be reduced from. 500 feet 
to 125 feet. 

M. Lee appeared board 
to ask a reconsideration of*the action 
taken at the last meeting, whereby his 
application for a permit to operate a 
blacksmith shop at No. 736 Los Ange- 
les street was denied. Lee's application 
was originally presented three weeks 
ago and was accompanied by the writ- 
ten consent of a large majority of the 
frontage in the block. Chief Moore re- 
ported favorably upon the matter and 
Lee, thinking that the granting of. his 
petition was assured, expended about 
$100 in preparations to build. Subse- 
quently protests were filed by neighbor- 
ing property owners and the commis- 
sioners denied Lee’s petition. He made 
a strong plea yesterday for recon- 
sideration of this action, but the board 
refused to change its position. 

O. T. Johnson was granted a permit 
to erect and operate another boiler in 
the basement of Hotel Westminster. 
The Los Angeles Cooperage Compafiy 
was granted permission to erect boilers 
at Commercial street and Santa Fé 
avenue. 

J. W. McConn’s application for per- 
mission to erect a blacksmith shop on 
Washington street between Main street 
and Grand avenue was referred to the 
Chief, 

Similar disposition was made of N. 
W. Armstrong’s application to erect 
and operate forges near Marchessault 
and North Main streets. 


BLACKMAN BEGS FOR TIME, 


Cannot Be Ready for Trial on the

BARNHILL’S EXPLANATION. 


How He Happened to Lose Burglar 
Filkins, 


A story concerning the escape of 
burglar Charles W. Filkins from the 
train at Fresno, quite different from the 
earlier reports, was given out yester- 
day by Deputy Sheriff Barnhill, who 
had the prisoner in charge en route to 
San Quentin. Barnhill returned from 
the North yesterday, and when seen by 
a Times reporter, expressed great in- 
dignation over the manner in which he 
had been treated by the local press. 
“It was a piece of bad luck, that’s 
all,” he said, referring to the escape of 
Filkins. “‘The same misfortune has 
befallen officers all over the State time 
and again.” 

Barnhill then explained the details of 
the escape. 

“Before we reached Fresno Filkins 
asked permission to go to the toilet. I 
declined to permit him to do so until 
after the train had left the depot. 
When we had gone about two miles or 
more from the station, I told him he 
might go. 1 accompanied him to the 
door and stood on the outside waiting 
for him. Five minutes later I started 
to open the door and found that it had 
been locked from the inside. I called 
to Filkins, but there was no reply. 
Then, for the first time, I became sus- 
picious that something was wrong. I 
went out on the platform and discov- 
ered that the window of the toilet 
closet was open. I immediately re- 
turned to the inside of the car and 
forced the door open. Filkins was 
gone. I was thunderstruck. I could 
hardly satisfy myself that the man 
would risk his life by jumping from the 
train, which was running at a speed of 
at least twenty miles an hour. Re- 
sides, he had a sixteen-pound Oregon 
boot upon one foot. The trainmen ex- 
pressed as much surprise as I did, and 
said I certainly would find Filkins’s 
dead body beside the track when I 
returned. At Collis I wired the Sheriff 
at Fresno. There was no dead body 
beside the track, nor was there the 
slightest trace of Filkins to be found 
anywhere. All day Monday we searched 
the country around Fresno and every 
dive in town was visited. There was 
not a @@llar or secret underground 
passage in Chinatown that was not 
carefullge searched, but there was no 
trace o Filkins amywhere. Sheriff 
Burr and some of tid Fresno deputies 
scoured the neighboring foothills, but 
reported complete failure, just before I 
left for Los Angeles yesterday. 

“On the trip north Filkins said to me. 
‘Now that the thing is all over and 
1 am to £0 to the pen, I am willing to 
tell you Something about the charge 
that 1 am an ex-convict. I never 
served a term in the Ohio Penitentiary, 
but I have a twin brother who did. I 


[was in hopes they would spring the 


charge of prior imprisonment on me 
and I would have told the court fellowa 
down in Los Angeles something that 
would . have interested them in:- 
méneély,”’ 

One of the officers at the Courthouse 
stated yesterday, upon the authority of 
a friend who was on the train with 
Barnhill and Filkins, that the Deputy 
Sheriff was extremely careless with his 
prisoner throughout the trip. When 
the train pulled into Bakersfield, he 
said, Barnhill was playing cards with 
fellow-passengers across the aisle from 
where Filkins was sitting alone. At 
Bakersfield a man who appeared to be 
acquainted with the prisoner offered 
him a glass of beer and Barnhill con- 
sented. 

Sheriff Rurr is still in Fresno search- 
ing for the escaped prisoner. It is the 
opinion of the Fresno officers that Fil- 
kins never left the city and that he is 
in hiding in one of the dives in China- 
town. Hi Rapelji of Evans and Sontag 
fame, who knows every inch of the 
Chinatown district, has been specially 
detailed to keep watch in that quarter, 
and if Filkins is in hiding in that part 
of town, it is safe to predict that he 
will be apprehended. 


GOES TO THE JURY ‘TODAY. 


All the Evidence in the Crandall 
Murder Case Submitted. 

The fate of Frank D. Crandall, on 
trial for the murder of Jack Bowman, 
will probably be definitely known be- 
fore the day is done. The attorneys 
opened arguments in the case yesterday 
afternoon and will close at noon today. 

The latest witness called to the siand 
yesterday was the defendant, who was 
subjected to a long direct 
tion by his attorney. 

Crandall reviewed in detail the cir- 
cumstances leading up to and sur- 
rounding the tragedy at Ballona. Pri- 
marily, his statements concerning 
the affair corresponded with those of 
the witnesses who had already testi- 
fied. There was one marked exception. 
All but Crandall testified to having 
heard either three or four shots. Cran- 
dall swore that he fired but two at 
Bowman, both of which entered the 
front of the body. In explanation of 
the shooting, Crandall staied_ that 
Bowman had threatened him. He knew 
that Bowman had always carried a 
bowie knife and when he placed his 
hands upon him he (Crandall) fired in 
self-defense. The defendant denied 
that he shot at Bowman while the lat- 
ter was in the act of running away. 

The attorneys for the prosecution 
sprung a surprise by dismissing Cran- 
dall after only asking him to ident fy 
a photograph as being the likeness/of 
Bowman. 

Deputy District-Attorney James then 
began summing up the evidence, fol- 
lowed by Attorney Shinn for the de- 
fense. Deputy District-Attorney Mc- 
Comas will close this forenoon, when 
the case will be submitted to the jury.

NOTED NEGRO DEAD. 


President of the Most Powerful Or- 
ganization in the South.

RICHMOND (Va.,) Dec. 22.—Rev.

NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says the 
Patent Office has granted three im- 
portant patents to Rudolph M. Hunter 
of Philadelphia, assignor to the General

A NEW PENSION SCHEME. 


HOW A CONNECTICUT MAN WOULD 
CLEAN THE SLATE. 

Pensioners to Be Paid in Negotiable 
Ronds the Entire Amount They 
Would Receive from the Gov- 
ernment, Based on Life-insur- 
ance Expectgncy. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—The Press 
says that W. F. Rockwell, a prominent 
manufacturer of Meriden, Ct., has in 
view the presentation of a bill in Con- 
gress, through the Pension Committee, 
looking toward the funding of the pen- 
sion aprpopriation. This bill, according 
to Mr. Rockwell, promises to be of great 
benefit, not only to the government in 
the saving of many millions of dollars, 
but to the vast army of pensioners, 
also. Mr. Rockwell has talked about 
his plan to President McKinley, Secre- 
tary Bliss, members of the Ways and 
Means Committee and to pension offi- 
cials, all of whom, he says, think well 
of it, but they have not decided yet 
how it would be received by the coun- 
try. 
Pensioners who have been approached 
‘iby Mr. Rockwell on the subject also 
think well of the idea, and are in- 
clined to view it in a favorable light. 
He has consulted also numerous bank- 
ers, commercial men and life-insurance 
actuaries, who approve the scheme and 
admit its feasibility, believing it to be 
entirely practicable. 

“It long been the idea of Con- 
gress,’ said Mr. Rockwell, in speaking 
of his plan to an Associated Press re- 
porter yesterday, “‘that pensioners are 
dependent, whereas; as a matter of 
fact, the great bulk of them, are inde- 
pendent. Thousands of them are own- 
ers of farms in the West that are mort- 
gaged, the mortgages bearing interest 
anywhere from 8 to 12 per cent. My idea 
is to issue negotiable bonds to the pen- 
gioners, or to pay them the cash, at 
their option, to cover the amount they 
would receive from the government 
based on life-insurance expectancy. 
This would enable them to pay off 
these mortgages, thus saving to them 
the differences betweén the lowest rate 
of interest in any State, 6 per cent., 
and the interest on the bonds, 2% per 
cent. 

“This would relieve them from their 
present entanglements. There are, in 
round numbers, about 950,000 pensioners 
on the pension rolls, and to those who 
are not owners of farms, the payment 
of the entire amount that, according to 
my ttable, would be due them, would 
enable many of them to start in busi- 
ness, and this in itself would put into 
circulaticn a large amount of money 
that would inure to the benefit not only 
to the community in which they reside, 
but to the country. 

“It would also be a great saving to 
the government in the matter of sal- 
aries and expenses, since it would do 
away with the pension-office machin- 
ery, while the only expense the gov- 
ernment would incur would be in the 
issuing of bonds. It would also do away 
with pension attorneys, who receive 
from pensioners a good share of the 
money paid out for them.’’ 

Mr. Rockwell has no interest in this 
scheme beyond the benefit that would 
accrue to the government and pension- 
ers by its adoption. He thinks the pen- 
sion roll is becoming a greater incu- 
bus upon the Treasury each) year, and 
that sooner or latter something must 
be done with it. He believes his idea 
in a great measure will relieve the 
strain. 

While viewing his plan In a favorable 
light, Mr. Rockwell admits that ft is 
open for discussion, and he) desires to 
have brought out any features that 
may seem impracticable. To that end 
‘he invites criticism. After the holidays 
he will. have another conference with 
the President and Mr. Bliss, and if 
the result shall be favorable his bill 
will be introduced through the Pension 
Committee. / 


Free Shines Abolished. 

[Chicago Times-Herald:] Free shines 
died in Chicago last evening at 6 
o’clock. With the close of a day’s 
business the downtown shoe stores dis- 
missed the lapor which has had a 
practical monoply of the shoe-polish- 
ing business for three years. Firms 
hung out signs that the thirty-punch 
free-ticket system of helping men with 
their toilets had been discarded. 

The Associated Bootblacks 
ruled out the old system. 

It was war to the knife between the 
street arabs and the polishers with 
chairs in the downtown alleys on the 
one hand, and the retail shoe mer- 
chants. The arabs concluded’ they 
were being crowded out of business by 
the practice of shining shoes for noth- 
ing by the big merchants, and_ so 
they organized and made a protest. 
They sent a committee to the mer- 
chants threatening to boycott the 
whole retail shoe trade if some con- 
cession was not granted. That de- 
mand was to quit competing with 
them in their own line of business. 

The boys said they would get a 
charter from a labor organization and 
begin a real war, if anything further 
had to be said in supporse of their ar- 
guments. All this was unnecessary. 
The merchants willingly and with con- 
siderable enthusiam,. yielded the point. 
Last night was agreed upon as the 
time to close up the old epoch. 

Six hundred bootblacks and owners 
of polishing . establishments,  reén- 
forced by their friends, the newsboys, 
celebrated the victory for the division 
of labor by parading tne streets last 
night. There were several newsboys’ 
organizations and bands in line. Red 
light was burned freely. Transparen- 
cies told the story, and one float ex- 
hibiting a coffin with ‘Free Shines” 
inscribed upon it marked the beginning 
a a new era in the bvotblacks’ busi- 
ness.

Fear of Famine, 


[Springfield Republican:] News has 
been received at Victoria, B. C., by 
steamer Topeka from Dyea, that more 
than one thousand ill-provisioned men 
stampeded from Dawson the last of Ov- 
tober and impelled by fears of famine 
are now forcing their way over the 
mountains. Auk, the Indian mail car- 
rier, who brought the report, left the 
Yukon capital fully ten days after the 
Dawson party. He says the vanguard 
of the terror-stricken army is follow- 
ing less than a week behind him. Auk 
declared that fully 25 per cent. of the 
stampeding army will never live to tell 
the horrors of their flight north. The 
river steamers Bella and Weare, it now 
appears, did not land more than 100 
tons of provisions on their arrival in 
Dawson in the early part of October, 
owing to.their having been held up at 
Circle City. 
The only bright view of the situation 
is that thé crossing of the pass above 
Dyea and Skaguay has lately been 
greatly improved and within a month 
will be in excellent condition. Dyea 
parties, headed by George F. Ulmer, 
propose to go to the relief of the hun- 

ry at Dawson. They will make the 

nited States government an offer to 
deliver 50,000 pounds of provisions 
within fifty days after the time of leav- 
ing for Dawson for $75,000. {hey al- 
ready have 5000 pounds of provisions 
cached at Lake Bennett, which they 
will take in over the Chilcoot Pass this 
winter. Ulmer will go south by the 
next steamer to lay his proposition be- 
fore the Secretary of War by wire. It

RU LES HIS OWN COURT. 


VUSTICE MORRISON ASSERTS HIS 
AUTHORITY.

Attorneys Can not Dictate the 
Pennlty to Be Inflicted on 
Lawbreakers — Frank Howard 
Changes His Accordingly. 


Justice Morrison yesterday gave the 
District .Attorney’s office and other 
practitioners in his court to understand 
that he reserves the right to fix the 
penalties of self-confe ssed criminals ar- 


raigned before him. 

When Frank Howard was asked if 
there was any reason why sentence 
should not be then and there pro- 
nounced upon him, his attorney, Hugh 
J. Crawford, replied that his client had 
pleaded guilty to the charge of petty 
Jarceny with the understanding that 
he should receive a sentence not eX- 
ceeding thirty days’ imprisonment. 

Justice Morrison replied that he knew 
nothing about any such arrangement, 
and he wanted it understood that the 
attorneys in a case, whether for the 
prosecution or the defense, could not 
dictate the penalty to be inflicted. If 
the prisoner at the bar pleaded guilty 
with the understanding that he was to 
receive a light sentence, he had been 
deceived. lt was not too late for him 
to change his plea, however. 

The prisoner embraced the opportu- 
nity to change his plea, with alacrity, 
and demanded a jury trial, which was 
set for January 31. 

Howard is the man who was arrested 
in company with one Jackson, by De- 
tectives Stcele and Hawley, on. the 
charge of stealing a bicycle. Jackson 
had a jury trial and was acquitted. 
Howard pleaded guilty last Tuesday, 
although protesting that he did not 
actually steal the bicycle, Jackson hav- 
ing taken the wheel-and accommodated 
him with the use of it. 

sst. Dist.-Atty. Williams, Deputy 

llis and Deputy Chambers all hada 
hand in the trial of Jackson, against 
whom the detectives thought they had 
a strong case, but the jury decreed 
otherwise. 

Attorney Crawford's understanding 
in regard to Howard's plea, is aileged 
to have been arrived at through con- 
sultation with Asst. Dist.-Atty Wil- 
liams. Mr. Chambers states that Craw- 
ford informed him of his client's intent 
to plead guilty, but no stipulation was 


made in regard to the sentence he was.

THE NEW SACRIFICE. 


Bishop Montgomery Lectures at the 
Cathedral, 


Bishop Montgomery spoke at the 
Cathedral last evening on “The Sacri- 
fice of the New Law.” The _ lecture, 
which was given under the auspices of 
the Catholic Truth Society, was a se- 
quel to that delivered by the bishop 
last week. 

He said in substance: ‘“‘Redemption 
and salvation, though closely related, 
are not identical. They stand to each 
other somewhat in the relation of cause 
and effect. Christ redeemed all men, 
but did not save them. Salvation is a 
personal thing; they must save them- 
selves. He made it possible for them 
to do so; hence He Himself tells us 
to work out our own salvation. ‘He 
came unto His own and His own re- 
ceived Him not, but as many as re- 
ceived Him to them He gave the power 
to be made the sons of God.’ He did 
not make them sons of God, but gave 
them power to be made sons of God. 
This is redemption, and it is just what 
Christ did. But for redemption to be- 
come salvation, it must be applied to 
each one individually. And the appli- 
cation is man’s own work. But Christ 
has marked out the manner of making 
the application. 

“Redemption is universal, salvation 
is not. Christ died for all men, but not 
all men profit by it. He redeemed 
Judas Iscariot no less than St. Paul; 
one applied the redemption and was 
saved, the other seems not to have 
done so and was probably lost. He re- 
deemed the two thieves beside Him on 
the cross: one blasphemed Him, the 
other said ‘Lord, remember me when 
thou shalt come into thy kingdom.’ 
One of the ways marked out by Christ 
in which to apply the graces of redemp- 
tioh and make it become salvation, is 
that of sacrifice. 

‘In Malachias i, 10-11, we read: ‘I 
have no pleasure in you, saith the Lord 
of hosts, and I will not por a gift 


of your hands.’ Why? or from the 
rising of the sun even the going 
down my name is great among the 
Gentiles, and in every place there is 
sacrifice and there is offered to my 
name a clean ablation, for my name is 
great among the Gentiles.’ Now the 
sacrifices of the old law were pleasing 
to God when the prophet makes God 
use these words, and they were obli- 
gatory on the Jewish people. What 
then is the meaning of the prophecy, 
and where is its fulfillment? It must 
be fulfilled. 

“The sacrifice of the old law, lika the 
priesthood of the old law, were tempo- 
rary; they were symbolical, and they 
had to give place to the new  priest- 
hood and the new sacrifice when they 
should come. Those sacrifices were cir- 
cumscribed to one people, therefore a 
time will come—andtheprophet sees it— 
when thev will be no longer pleasing 
to God ‘for my name is great among 
the Gentiles.” And they were offered 
only. in one place, whereas ‘in every 
Place there is sacrifice, and a clean 
oblation offered to my name, from the 
rising of the sun to-the going down 
thereof.’ God is the Ged of the Gen- 
tile no less than of the Jew. The 
prophet then speaks of a new sacrifice, 
that shall be offered among the Gen- 
tiles also. Now that new = sacrifice 
could not be the’ sagrifice of prayer 
merely; for prayer was not circum- 
scribed to the Jews. All men at all 
times, and in all places, could pray. 
Nor could it be the bloody sacrifice of 
the cross; for that, too, was offered 
only once. and in one place. only. 
Where, then, is the fulfillment of the 
prophecy ?—it must be fulfilled. Where 
is that new sacrifice offered in every 
place? We answer it is the unbloody 
sacrifice of the cross which Christ Him- 
self instituted and offered to His 
Father. Our Lord offered His body and 
blood in sacrifice and commanded that 
Same to be continually offered, before 
He offered them on the cross in the 
actual shedding of His blood. Four 
Witnesses attest the fact—Saints Mat- 
- thew, Mark, Luke and Paul. On the 
night before He suffered He took bread 
into His hands, blessed and broke. and 
Rave it to His aposties and said: ‘Take 
ye and eat, this is my body. which 
shall be given for you.’ He likewise 
blessed wine, and said to them: ‘Drink 
ye all of this, for this is: my blood. 
which shall be shed for the remission 
of sins.” Here He Himself Solem nly 
declares that it is the same body and 
the same blood that shall be ofters d on 
the cross on the morrow. It is now as 
clearly a sacrifice as anything can pos- 
sibly be. He Himself is the priest that 
Offers it, and He is the victim offered. 
just as on the cross when actually 
shedding His blood: But He adds. 
speaking to the aposties: ‘Do this for a 
commemoration of me.’ Do what? Do 
what He had done. What had He 
done? He offered His body and blood 
in sacrifice under the forms and ap- 
pearances of bread and wine: and He 
commands His apostles to do the same. 
But it requires a priest to offer a sac- 
rifice. When, therefore,-He commands 
them to offer this sacrifice, He gives 
them the power t6 do so; that is, He 
ordains them the priests of the new 
law, and tells them and their success- 
ors to offer this same sacrifice ‘from the 
rising of the sun to the going rw 
thereof;’ and thus has the prophec 
of Malachias its fulfillment. This ried 


tion, or symbol, but a great reality. It 
is not a sacrifice different from, the 
sacrifice’ on the cross, but the eelf- 
same. It is offered in a different man- 
ner, as Christ Himself offered it and 
commanded it to be offered. It is not 
offered to gain newemerit, but to apply 
the nrerits of the cross, for that sac- 
rifice was also sufficient for redemp- 
tion. As such, this sacrifice presents 
mo difficulty not found in the very in- 
carnation. And admitting Christ to be 
(iod, there is more direct and positive 
evidence of it in holy scripture than 
there is of the inearnation itself, for 
Christ declares it more positively and 
more clearly than He does His own “@ 
Vinity.” 


VANDEVENTER'S FINE. 


A Cool Hundred, w hich He is Un- 
willing to Vield Up. 

Some men are so constituted that 
they never know when they = are 
whipped. Cc. Vandeventer, the man 
who thought he had a castle which no 
policeman could invade with impunity, 
is one of these. Mr. Vandeventer evi- 
dently does not yet know that he has 
been beaten in the courts and that 
he is throwing good money after bad. 

He was convicted of the charge of 
keeping a house of prostitution and as- 
Signation by a jury in Justice Morri- 
son's court last week, and he appeared 
before His Honor yesterday afternoon 
for sentence, Attorney Allender, with 
a ponderous roll of legal documents 
under his arm, appeared also and filed 
a motion of appeal, based on about 
Seyenteen different questions of law 
and fact. 

The court, after hearing the learned 
dissertation of counsel, denied the mo- 
tion and entered an exception for de- 
fendant, Then Mr. Allender sprung a 
motion for an arrest of judgment. This 
Was also based on allegations of fact 
and law, and was likewise denied. 

Justice Morrison then sentenced the 

defendant to pay a fine of $100 or un- 
dergo one day's imprisonment for ev- 
ery dollar of the fine that should re- 
main unpaid. 
- Vandeventer, through his attorney, 
still insisted on carrying the case to 
the Superior Court and Justice Morri- 
son accordingly fixed the bail at $300 
bond or $150 cash. This means that 
Mr. Vandeventer will have to add $50 
to the $100 he aready has tied up in 
the court, and it will be six months, 
at least, before he wiil be able to draw 
it down, unless he changes his mind 
and pays his fine.

Clever Exhibition of Phychic Power 
at the Los Angeles Theater, 
The exhibition of psychic power, in 
the shape of hypnotism, mesmerism, 
telepathy and force of resistance, given

DRAFTS ON CHINA, The Bankers’ 
Monthly, Chicago, prints the following: 
“The Farmers’ and Merchants’ Bank of 
Los Angeles has drafts on Hongkong 
for the use of the: local Chinese popvu- 
lation. They are printed in gaudy 
colors, to suit the Chinese tasic, and 
have inscriptions in both languages. 
As a striking proof of the discrepancy 
between the value of silver and gold, 
a draft was shown the other day call- 
ing for twenty-six | silver dollars in 
Hongkong, for which the Los Ange- 
les Chinaman paid only $12.50 in gold. 
At the same time $26 in Hongkong 
would represent to the receiver about 
as much value as $50 in Los Angeles.” 


RAND GOLD PRODUCTION. The 
output of gold from the Rand mines 
during September is reported at 262,150 
ounces. This is said to be a “record- 
breaker,”’ being 2548 ounces. over the 
previous month, and 58,589 ounces over 
the corresponding month of last year. 
The result is looked upon as being all 
the more satisfactory from the fact 
that September contains one day less 
than August. For the nine months 
ended September 30, 1897, the total pro- 
duction of gold in the district was 
2,152,663 ounces, being a little less than 
the output for the entire year of 1896. 


COMMERCIAL. 

THE CRACKER WAR. The big com- 
bine, with a capital of $55,000,000, of the 
three largest eastern biscuit companies, 
announced by telegraph a few days 
ago, will not affect the biscuit trade 
or prices on the Pacific Coast. In fact 
prices of biscuits on this coast are now 
so low that it would take several com- 

eting combines to send them lower. 

he immediate cause of this is the 
*“oracker war,”’ which, although waged 
with less fury that it was some months 
ago, is still in a very brilliant stage of 
existence, especially for the consumer, 
who, by reason thereof, has for over a 
year been eating biscuits at less cost 
than they were made for. 

The fight, as is known, was promul- 
gated by the Portland Cracker Com- 
pany people invading Southern Cali- 
fornia territory last year and. cutting 
prices. Bishop & Co. of Los Angeles 
saw the Portland cut and went a few 
better. Open and merciless war was 
declared and, with the exception of 
short armistice periods, has raged ever 
since. Several attempts were made to 
reach an understanding, but the Port- 
land people invariably refused to stay 
within the traces, so that at last the 
Los Angeles people deemed it the best 
policy to quietly ignore the Portland 
Company, make their own prices, and 
stick to them, which they have done 
and are now doing. But in order that 
the Portland people might have a 
taste of their own medicine the Los 
Angeles company decided some time 
ago to “carry the war into Africa.” 
Bishop & Co. thereupon opened a gen- 
eral agency for the sale of their bis- 
cuits in Portland and throughout the 


by the Portland Cracker Company, un- 
derselling the latter at every point. 
From a statement published in the 
Portiand Oregonian a few weeks ago 
a Portland buscuit dealer is credited 
with saying that the fight had reached 
a point where it was not likely to last 
much longer, which, perhaps, may be 
interpreted as meaning that the Port- 
land cracker people have had all the 
fight that is good for them, and that 
it will not be long before biscuits will 
no longer be selling for less than it 
costs to make them. There is a point 
in this which should not be overlooked 
by the consumer, for when the war is 
over the price of biscuits will promptly 
advance to normal figures and the 
consumer will perhaps be wondering 
why he can no longer buy his biscuits 
at the same price he has been getting 
them for during the last year and 
more. 


DECREASE IN OLEOMARGARINE., 
The published reports show that the 
production of  oleomargarine was 
nearly half a million pounds less dur- 
ing the last fiscal year than the pre- 
vious one, and is 20,000,000 pounds less 
than the production in 1894. This de- 
crease is stated to be due to the tax 
imposed on oleomargarine. The re- 
ceipts from this tax during the last 
fiscal year were a little over $1,000,000. 


CHEESE IN BAD SHAPE. Accord- 
ing to the Philadelphia Grocery World 
the cheese industry in the United 
States is not in a flourishing condition, 
One cause of this is stated to be the 
lack of export demand. That journal 
says: ‘‘Europe takes a large quantity 
of American cheese, and this helps 
the American market to keep on an 
even, steady basis. This year the pro- } 
duction of European cheese, together |} 
with that of the various colonies ap- 
purtenant thereto, is large enough to 
remove the necessity of importing 
cheese, so that the enormous produe- 
tion in this country is thrown back 
upon ourselves.” 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

BRITISH POSTAL BANKS. The 
report of the British Postal Bank 
presents several interesting features, 
all the more interesting from the fact 
that the estabHshment of a similar | , 
gavings institution in this country is 
being seriously considered. The report 
shows that over 50 per cent. of the 
depositors were persons describing 


i 


esters, widows, and children.’ Over 
18 per cent. of the depositors were 
mechanics, nearly $ per cent. domestic 
servants, over 8 per cent. were trades- 
men, 3 per cent. were railway and 
shipping employés, a small per centage 
were farmers and professional men, 
the smallest per centage of all deposit- 
ors being school teachers. | 

The total number of depositors at 
the close of 1896, which year the report 
covers, was 6,862,035, an increase over 
the previous year of 344.834. The 
amount on deposit was £108,049.641, 
equal to about $540,000,000, or about $14 
per capita of the population of the 
United Kingdom. That is a gooa 
showing. The amount of interest paid 
during the year was $12,300,000 in rouna 
figures. 

A further interesting fact noted in 
the report is that the largest number 
of withdrawals of money from these 
postal saving? vanks was on the day 
before Christmas, and the largest 
amount ever deposited on a single day 
was £303,125, equal to about $1,515,625. 
on December 31. The explanation of 
this, as given, is that a great many 
people draw’ upon their savings to 
purchase Christmas presents and that 
even a greater number who received 
holiday gifts in the form of money dc- 
posited it on the last day of the year. 
Over 60 per cent. of the depositors 
are women and children.

TRUSTEES, 

City Attorney Submits His Opinion 
on the Sewer Controversy—Death 


of Mrs. Colliver—Japanese Beaten

SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 22.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] The City Board of Trustees 
met in regular session Tuesday evening. 

After the transaction of routine business, 
City Attorney Haskell submitted his opinion 
relating to the sewer system, as prevously 
oulined in these columns. In reply to ques- 
tions put to him by members of the board, 
Mr. Haskell stated that there is nothing in 
the law to empower the city to compel prop- 
erty-owners to connect with the sewer, but 
that an ordinance might be prepared giving 
the city such power. Under the present law 
the city may grant the privilege of connect- 
ing with the sewer to any property-owner so 
desirous. 

The following resolution, which was in- 
tended to bring the much-discussed contract 
for the city lighting into the courts, was in- 
troduced by Trustee Thomas: 

“Resolved, that the City Clerk be and is 
authorized and required in behalf of this 
board to notify in writing prior to the first 
day of January, 1898, the San Bernardino 
Electric Light Company, through their chair- 


recognize as valid the contract for lighting 
the streets of this city, entered into on the 
8th day of July, 1897, between the chairman 
and clerk of this board and the duly author- 
ized officers of said electric light company on 
the following grounds, to wit: First, this this 
board erred and exceeded its legal authority in 
contracting with said company for a term of 
years beyond the life of this board, and on 
the further ground that said contract as drawn 
by the City Attorney and executed by the 
chairman and clerk of this board is unduly 
favorable to said company, and none of such 
unduly favorable clauses that appears in said 
contract is authorized by the resolution call- 
ing for the execution of said contract, and 
said contract as we believe is devoid of equity 
to city.’’ 

er since the city entered into a contract 
with the San Bernardino Electric Company 
for the future lighting of the streets, the 
contract at present in force with the same 
company not expiring until next month, op- 
position to the new deal has manifested itself 
with more or less frequency. The contro- 
versy has involved a libel suit-and a lot of 
other things of less serious import, and an 
amicable adjustment of the matter seems to 
be out of the question. 

Heaed arguments over the resolution were 
imminent, but the chairman brought matters 
to a focus at once by putting the question 
upon which Trusees Thomas and Stewart 
voted in the affirmative and Trustees Frith, 
Pace and Wees in the negative.

RANDSBURG. 


The New Ratlroad Will Soon Be 
Ready for Freight. 

RANDSBURG, Dec. 21.—[{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The railroad will reach Johannes- 
burg tomorrow evening. The graders have 
about finished, and yesterday the rails were 
laid to the top of the divide east of town, 
with material enough on hand to complete 
the line. The engine and construction train 
are expected to make their advent into the 
town some time tomdérrow. Just how soon 
the road will be accepted by the owners is 
not known, as it will take some days and 
much work to fill in between the ties and 
level up preparatory to running regular 
trains.

SHERIFF GETS HUGHBS. 

Sheriff Leatherwood of Pima county, Ariz., 
is expected today with requisition papers for 
Fred G. Hughes.

‘the money or warrants were paid to Hughes 
on a requisition on the Auaitor in inree 
separate amounts of $1000 each, by reason of 
the fact that he was president of the His- 
torical Society and ex-officio president of 
the board of directors. These warrants were 
cashed by Hughes, and instead of paying 
the money over to the treasurer of said 
society for the uses contemplated in the bill, 
he appropriated the money to his own use. 
The felony was committed about August }0. 
The act provides that the historical society 
shall be the trustee of the Territory, and as 
such shall expend the money according to the 
uses contemplated. The money and property 
accumulated was and is to belong to ihe 
Territory. Mr. Hughes takes the matter 
coolly, and claims that it is simply jealousy 
and spite work on the part of his political 
enemies, and that he will be able to clear 
the matter up satisfactorily.

GRAND JURY COMPLETES ITS LA- 
BORS AND FILES .A REPORT. 


Work of the County Officials Re- 
ecives Commendation—Court of 
Foresters Elects Officers—W ell- 
known Young Man Gets into 
Trouble. 


SANTA ANA, Dec. 22.—{[Regular Coerre- 
spondence.}] The grand jury has completed 
its labors for 1897, and today filed its report. 
The county roads and bridges are reported to 
be in fair condition. A courthouse is 
ameng the recommendations made by the 
body. At present there is no safe ‘place for 
the keeping of public records and documents. 
It was also recommended that the waters of 
the Santa Ana River be confined in the pres- 
ent bed, as great damage would result from 
an overflow.
